There Is a Une which 
leads to the track, but when the time came only 
twelve cars were produced. A few old omnibuses, 
with dilapidated teams, were pressed into service, 
and by the help of which and “Shanks’ mare,” 
Which Is yet free from the prevailing disease, 
about five or six hundrch people, includ­ 
ing about thirty ladlM. managed to reach the 
course. On entering it presented a very desolate 
appearance, only about a dozen vclücles and as 
many carefully blanketed horses being visible on 
the usually thronged paddock back of the Grand 
Stand. The best of humor prevailed, how*

For some time past there has been an Irrepressi­ 
ble conflict between Mr. Jesse R. Grant, Post­ 
master of the Covington (Ky.) Post Office, and Mr. 
Shadford Easton, Special Agent in charge, on 
account of questions of authority, growing out 
or the peculiar relation they bear towards- each 
other officially. 
Mr. Grant Is 
very old, 
and Is paralyzed In one side, which, some say, 
unfits him for business, and yet be will not relin­ 
quish the office, although the President has writ­ 
ten requesting him to resign. 
Affairs reached a crisis to-day which, being the 
the last of the month, was pay day. Mr. Grant 
entered the office and ordered Mr. Miller, Chief 
Clerk, to give him the key of the money safe 
that he might pay off the employes. Mr. 
Easton interfered to prevent him, as he 
regarded himself as the responsible offioer. Mr. 
Grant persisted, when Easton seized the old gen­ 
tleman by the arms and thrust him out of the office 
and Into the street. By that time Mr. Grant had 
recovered his strength and attempted to defend 
himself with his stick; but Easton, many years 
tus junior, easily resisted and retired in good 
order into the Post Office, the Inner door of 
which he locked on the inside and retained posses­ 
sion until it was closed for the night. 
The outrage was witnessed by a crowd of citi­ 
zens of Covington, assembled at the time for their 
mall, and was severely commented on by all. 
Easton peremptorily resigned his office to-night, 
and despatched the Postmaster General at Wash­ 
ington to that effect. His bondsmen approved his 
action and released him of all obligations.

Last evening the officers and members of the 
8L Andrew’s Society of New York held their an­ 
niversary festival at Delmonico’s. Seau were 
laid for 160, and there were very few membera ab­ 
sent The room was carefnily and tastefally de­ 
corated with banners and flags, the northern end 
being festooned with the Royal Standard of Scot­ 
land and the Union Jack both entwined. At the 
western side were the Bnglisb flag and the 
Stars and Strlpea blended over the Royal 
coat-of-armt At the eastern side wat a larye 
painting, representing St. Andrew leaning upon his 
cross, snrronnded with the flag of S t Andrew, and 
at the southern end of the room were the flags of 
S t George and the Stars and Stripes blended, the 
American coat-of-arms being in the eectn. The 
tables were tastefully decorated with the Scotch 
thistle, variegated ferns and evergreens, a large 
number of very handsome candelabras, fully 
lighted, giving an unnsuai display ol brilliancy to 
the scene. 
Prior to the banquet a meeting of the society 
was held In one of the drawing rooms, when the an- 
nnal report was read. It stated that duting the 
past year there had oeen 2,120 applications for re- 
lief, being ii more than during the previous year. 
Of 
these 
744 
applications 
were 
made 
by strangers 
seemingly 
deserving, 
all of 
whom received assistance for their Imme­ 
diate support or were aided to leave the city. 
The resources of the Centennial fUnd had been em­ 
ployed In assisting twenty-one persons to return 
to their Mends In Scotland aud one to UverpooL 
From the ordinary 
fonda of the society 
231 persons were aided to leave the city for differ­ 
ent parts of the United States and six to Scotland. 
Exclnslvo of the Almoner’s salary and rent of the 
Almoner’s office the dlstribntlons of the society 
during the past year bad been $3,702 60, of wbicn 
$3,000 were from the ordinary funds and $702 50 
from the Centennial fund. There were now fllty- 
elght life memhors In the society, and the fund 
from this source furnishes a valuable and perma­ 
nent Income, and there were 260 resident mem­ 
bers. 
Letters were read from Mr. Robert Gordon, apolo­ 
gizing for his absence, and enclosing $600 as a do­ 
nation to the society; from Mrs. George Macdonald, 
expressing the regret of her husband and his ina­ 
bility to be present In consequence of his illness, 
and from Mr. U. M. SUuley, also apologizing for 
his absence on the ground of his numerous other 
engagements. 
The company then entered the large hall, where 
the. dinner was prepared, preceded by a band of 
Highland pipers playing "The Campbells are Com­ 
ing,” and grace having been said by the Rev. Dr. 
McLeod, the Chaplain of the society, the dinner, 
which was excelleut In all the arrangements, as 
well as In the choice and varied character of Its nume­ 
rous viands, was proceeded with. At its conclaslon 
Mr. Muir, the Chairman, rose to propose the 
toast of “The Day and a’ who Honor it,” and, 
addressing those around him as brothers of St. 
Andrew, friends and fellow-countrymen, said his 
first and most pleasing duty was to thank them, 
which he did most sincerely, for the many courtesies 
which he had received at their hands during so 
many years, and especially for the last and crown­ 
ing and, to him, unexpected honor of electing him 
as their President officer-a position of which any 
Scotchman might be justly proud. On looking 
back at the able manner in which the chair had 
been filled for so many years he could not but ex­ 
press his feelings of his iuublUty to discharge the 
duties to his own satisfaction, out he confidently 
looked to them for their kind forbearance and 
active co-operailon while he endeavored to 
discharge them to the best of his ability; 
and be should strive, as he had ever 
done, to uphold the honor of the society 
and to promote harmony and good fellowship and 
patriotic ieeling among the Individual members. 
They met that night to celebrate their anniversary 
and they had reason to congratulate one another 
on the very able and satisfactory report for last 
year which their excellent Secretary had put into 
their hands. Their society was a charitable 
association to relieve the distressed, and to 
render assistance to their suffering fellow 
countrymen was Its main object. During the past 
year the receipts of the general fhnd of the society, 
as shown by the report, amounted to $4,856 79, and 
under the direction of their able Board of Manag­ 
ers their efficient Almoner had dispensed to bene­ 
ficiaries the sum of $4,549 90, leaving a balance in 
the treasury of 
$306 89, and as 
their 
claims were annually increasing and much 
larger amounts would 
be requisite than 
in former years, 
he 
would 
respectfully 
call upon the members to use their exertions to 
Induce their young fellow brethren to UU up their 
ranks, and thus Increase their available funds, and 
he suggested to the young members more espe­ 
cially that they would find It a good Investment to 
pay $100 to become life members and do 
away with 
the 
necessity of 
remember­ 
ing their annual dues and at the same 
time extending their means of usefulness. The 
permanent land now amouted to $32,638, netting 
about seven aud a half per cent. Since their last 
annual meeting they had to lament the removal by 
death of four of their members—James W. Mor­ 
rison, Robert Itallantyne, Douglas Sloaue and John 
Dairymple; bat, while dropping a tear to the 
memory of departed friends, let them be thankful, 
as many ot their honored members who had 
borne 
the 
heat 
and 
burden 
of 
the 
day were sltll spared to them to enlighten them by 
their wisdom and experience and to guide them by 
their bright example. And here he would urge 
tbelr young Mends to be more generally present 
at their stated meetings and to take part In their 
•lellberatlons, for when the fathers fell asleep It 
would rest with their children to uphold the honor 
and to maintain the usefulness and Integrity of 
their venerated society. They met on that occa­

omy, virtue and Integrity Inculcated upon 
them, along with the gilts and graces which 
ever softened and adorned them, they would show 
wliat bad made Scotland what it was-the virtues 
of their fathers which were still reflected, though 
somewhat dimly, from her children throughout the 
world. They honored the day in fondly lingering 
over the memories of tliat land In which their 
forefathers slept in the peace of God-memories 
how dear to the heart of every trne son of Scotland. 
The hand of Scott, who produced all phases of 
character—whose parity and natural humor stood 
unlnvaded because his inexhaustible mind was 
garnished in the living oepths of the throbbing 
Scottish heart; and though he had reared for him­ 
self an Imperishable monument, with the founda­ 
tion deep in the hearts and affections of the 
civilized world, the Scotchmen of New York had 
done honor to themselves and to Scotland 
In rearing snch a beaatlfnlly artistic and life­ 
like monument as that in Central Park to 
the memory of one who had done so much 
for their native land 
and rendered the 
term “Scotchman” respected throughout the 
world. Tlie land of Barns, whose genius fringed 
their simple daisy with undying beauty, who im­ 
mortalized their Bonnie Doon and so hallowed 
their cotters’ satnrday night that all huts seemed 
made 
holy—Burns, 
who has ahown how 
common life could be exalted Into the highest 
poetry of hnmanlty, whose “Farmer Boy” and 
“Barefoot Girl” awakened deeper feeling and 
reverence than all the conrtly knights who moved 
In coats of mall and stiff brocade—

Let them to-night chénsh them together, and 
never forget to honor their ceuntry—Scotland. 
Briefly referring to the absence of Mr. Robert 
Gordon, who hacl for many years fslthffilly and 
ably filled the chair, the Chairman resumed hla 
seat amid enthusiastic and continued applause. 
The toast was enthusiastically received. Music- 
“Anld Lang Syne.” 
The next toast was that of the “Queen,” proposed 
by the Chairman, who said It was a toast which 
was always received with enthusiasm In all 
ronntries, espcciaUy among British subjects.

In her Interpretation of Juliet Miss Nellson 
showed less of tragic power than we expected 
from an actress who rendered the comedy parts of 
the play so exquisitely. She was confessedly a 
better Juliet than we have bad on the American 
stage for many years; but her want of tragic 
force, whUe It caused something Uke a painful 
disappointment, made her KosaUnd to be looked 
forward to with more Interest than would have 
been felt If she had been equally as great In 
tragedy as in comedy. 
“As Yon Like It” 
was played for the first time this season at the 
matinee at Booth’s yesterday, and Miss Nellson 
gave us another glimpse of her art, even more ex- 
qntsite as a whole than the bits of sentiment she 
had clothed with such rare beauty In “Romeo and 
Juliet.” Her personal charms are universally con­ 
ceded, and Rosalind Is a character requiring rare 
beauty of form, of face and of manner. But the 
possession of these qaallflcatlons in an actress of 
fair ablUty is not always sufficient for suc­ 
cess; for of all the women of the stage 
there is none so difficult for the artist 
to act np to the Ideal as In this exceptional crea­ 
tion among Shakspcare’s heroines. Uosuliud may 
be very pretty and very insipid. Unlike JnUet’s 
love, her passion Is never strained, and It Is so far 
from being conventional that conventional acting 
utterly destroys it. Feeling this. Miss Nellson 
makes her piquant, naive, aud withal, a tender and 
trustiul woman. 
She 
plays the disguises 
admirably, and 
more by her looks than 
by her words 
gives 
expression 
to 
the 
emotions she seeks to interpret. 
In the 
scenes In the forest of Arden most actresses en­ 
deavor by a too great display of animal spirits to 
overcome the want of the Uner sensibilities which 
come only with the most refined art. She Is 
piquant without being merely girlish and arch 
without becoming toniboylsh. In a word, she 
looks the well trained youth and acts the thor­ 
oughly cultured woman. The scene, especially 
where she receives the news of Orlando’s 
encounter with the lion, she works up with 
rare delicacy and 
skill, every word aud 
look aud gesture mipplemeuting the tears which 
start to her eyes-a task that Is all the more difficult 
from the fact that Mr. Pike’s Oliver required con­ 
stant prompting. An excellent piece of acting is 
the scene in the first act where, alter beseeching 
the Duke in vain and t)elng repelled as a traitor 
and her father’s daughter, she turns upon him with 
the words— 
Ho was I when yonr fll:;hn«s8 took his ilukedora; 
Bo was 1 when your IliKliuess tianlshed him. 
Treason is not inheri.ed, my lord. 
But It is easier here to be effective than in the 
quieter scenes where art alone can make the sen­ 
timent breathe the poetry of love and life with 
which the dramatical has so invested this most 
delightful of all comedies. Mr. Wiieelock’s Orlando 
was modest and quiet, and is worthy of praise, 
though rather for the actor’s promise than his 
performance. The Jacques of Mr. James W. Wallack 
is even better than his Mcrcutio, He portrays the 
melancholy humors of the exiled lord with singular 
fidelity and truth, and in the great soUloquy his 
elocution. If not great, is tar above mediocrity. 
Mr. Beck’s Tonchstone and Miss Mary Wells’ 
Audrey were well done; but after these, with the 
exception of Mr. Glenn's Adam, Mr. Sol Smith’s 
C'ovln, and Mr. Davis’ Sllvlus, none of which 
were lully equal to the opportunities which 
Shakspeare 
always 
affords in the mluor 
parts, there was no acting worthy of mention. 
Miss Kate Hcathcote’a Celia was particularly in­ 
sipid and uninteresting. “ Romeo and Juliet ’’ will 
hold the stage three nights next week, and “ As 
You Like It” will be j^ven on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday evenings and at the matinee. Miss 
Nellson closes her engagement the following week 
with Pauline In “ The Lady of Lyons.” 


Opening or tke New Nlblit’s—*«Leo and 


Forty years ago tho corner stone of a summer 
theatre was laid by William Nihlo, on the site now 
occnpied by the Metropolitan Hotel, In this city. 
Fourteen years after, on the 18th ol September, 
1846, the theatre was destroyed by fire, Nlblo suf- 
leringalosB of $50,000: while Gabriel Ravel, the 
patriarch of pantomime, bewailed a loss ol $10,000, 
caused by the destruction of dresses and appoint­ 
ments. In those days people did not talk so loosely 
of millions staked on the hazard In Wall street, 
and the destruction of Nlblo’s—a resort patronized 
by the better class of Now Yorkers, who at that 
time had residences below Canal street—was con­ 
sidered Irreparable. During the subsequent three 
years no attempt was made to rebuild the 
favorite piace of amusement. The theatre was 
rebuilt early In 1849, and Nlblo’s was again opened 
to the public on the 4th of July, the 
first 
performance 
being 
given 
by 
the 
Ravel troupe. 
Daring 
the 
holiday week 
of December, 1850, a sad occurrence transpired at 
Nlblo’s which caused a feeling of gloom to over­ 
spread the community. Adelaide Lehman, a beau­ 
tiful and accomplished artist, lost her life by an 
accident. Her gossamer-llke skirts caught In the 
blaze of the footlights, and she was burned to 
death. In 1852 Mr. A. T. Stewart bought out the 
interest of Mr. Nlblo, and since then the theatre 
has remained 
his property. On the 16th 
of May, 1872, at eight o’clock in the morning, a 
few hours after the close ot a Sunday 
night dress rehearsal of the gorgeous Oriental 
spectacle or “Latla Rookh,” another fire occurred, 
which scooped the Interior out like a shell, proper­ 
ties, machinery, dresses and all the stage para­ 
phernalia being utterly destroyed. The loss of the 
managers, Jarrett A Palmer, was estimated at 
nearly $100,000, while the damage to the bnlldtng 
amounted to $126,ooo more. Three hundred and 
fifty persons, of both sexes, who had been engaged 
to appear in various capacities In “LaUah 
Rookh,” at salaries ranging from $10 to 
$260 a week, were deprived of employment and 
and the public was denied the possibility of w it­ 
nessing a poetical and falry-llke spectacle. The 
managers, however, were not disheartened, and 
Mr. Stewart declared that he would rebuild Niblu’s 
better than ever, more substantial and safer In 
every Mrtlcular, belore the coming New Year’s 
Day, This promise was more than kept, and last 
night the theatre was again opened to the piblic 
with the new piece of “I^o and LotoA” Asnr- 
prlslng feature of the performance was the fact 
that the scenery worked with comparative smooth­ 
ness and with little delay, and the large corps Oe 
baUet showed the precision of long and laborious 
training. It Is needless to remark that a large 
audience greeted the new piece and that nothing 
occurred to mar the pleasnre of tne occasion. 
Of the piece Itself It is difficult to speak In the 
few minutes which are left lor telling the story 
after the bewildering paraphernalia of the spec- 
ucle have sunk Into the gloom of the morning. 
“Leo and Lotos” is not a play, but only the name 
of a play. If we were treating It from the sund- 
point of dramatic art we would be compelled to 
say that It is not artistic. There Is a story, but 
the story Is so simple that it scarcely de­ 
serves the name of a plot. It la with­ 
out art and utterly withont hnmor, and, 
as a play, It has not even a touch of 
human Intereat, It has not an emotion, and It 
would be hypercritical to call It wicked, fbr It ap­ 
peals not to a single good or evil passion. It grat­ 
ifies only the sense of sight, and ffom beginning to 
end Is merely a series of pictures, dellrttful, it U 
true, but, after all, only pictures. The grand 
scenes are only a magnificent framework for a 
grand ballet, and the action consists in dancing 
and singing the hours away. 
The acting la a matter upon which many words 
would be wasted. Mile. Diana’s Prince Uo Is In­ 
sipid in Itseli, but she will he able to make more out 
01 It than was ptwslble on a first night and under 
discouraging clrcumstaaces. The same remarks 
apply to Rile. Marie Rosettl’s Lotos Leaf. Mr. H. 
Collard’s Kohlnoor, the Monarch of the Jewel 
Kingdom. Is a unique conception 
very well exe­ 
cuted; but 
Its chief charm Is In its al>- 
Burdity-a point which can lie best Illustrated 
by 
the 
fact that 
he is compelled to 
mount a golden suirway to kiss bis rotund 
Queen. The Jewel Queen of Mrs. Wright is Just 
such a character as we would expect when a wo 
man of her proportions plays the wife to an infan-! 
Ule monarch. Besides these, the three MlDlaters of 
State Whom opdra houfih has made endnrahle are 
iDtroduced, but even Mr. Leillngwell’s Poet Lau­ 
reate is a 
not very snccessful clown: and 
then there 
are Electra, the spirit of mis­ 
chief, personated hy Miss Uzzie Kelsey; Snow­ 
flake. tb« guardiaii poiriL bv Misa oUTfiiKand: 


Sataneiia, the beautlfni fiend, by MIbb Lola Prior, 
and other characters common to spectacular pleeea 
The mission of all these ih only to open the palaces, 
one alter the other, and thus prepare forJhe oallei 
midst the gorgeous surroundings made by the 
cunning bands of the scene painter andtbestsge 
The scenery is really magnlflocnt Never before 
was spectacfe so gorgeously set. even at Nlblo's. 
From the opening of the glittering halls of Mam­ 
mon with the rise of the curtain till the last grand 
transformation soene triumph Is adoed to triumph. 
The palace of the Jewel King seems as If built of 
the stones which the world calls precious. 
The bird cage palace, if less gorgeous, 
is 
scarcely 
less 
unique. 
The 
boudoir 
of Venus Is another scene of very great beauty. 
Besldca these there is a soene, In the second act, 
Of a market place In the city ol the Ualmon, which 
la a perfect picture in Its way, and the Paris scenes 
are also very beautiful. The last grand trans­ 
formation scene, the nativity of Venus, came too 
late to more than mention it as another success in 
*^Th?b‘allet is exceedingly strong and exceedingly 
effective. Mile. Jean Iltlerl, Mile. Adrienne, Mile. 
Lupe and Mme. Katti Launler cannot tall to give 
pleasnre to the tsste which rejoices in this 
kind of display. They are so thoroughly sup­ 
ported that the piece In this respect Is 
a great triumph. 
Withont them and a 
corps as bauet ot snch remarkable strength the 
pictures of Impossible palaces and boudoirs and 
grand scenes would be ntterly without purpose. 
Upon the ballet alone the success of the piece de­ 
pends. and this fact, taken in connection with the 
maRnlflcence of the specUcle, is a sufficient criti­ 
cism upon “Leo and LotoA” 


THE DEID PHILOSOPHER. 


Brooklyn Pkilknrm onte Concert. 
The first concert of the season of this renowned 
society, which for years has furniahed the City of 
Chnrches with the best music, took place last 
evening at the Academy, on Montague street. Tlie 
attendance was very large, and correspondingly 
enthnslastlc. The best—i. a , most fashlonable- 
pcople in Brooklyn graced the boxes and circles, 
and the directors were all present In the dignity and 
paraphernalia of office. The orchestra, numbering 
about Blxty-two players, was mostly, if not wholly, 
made up of members of the New York Philhar­ 
monic Society. The conductor was Carl Bcrg- 
mann—a reliable pilot In any musical sea. The 
selections were Beethoven’s glorious Fifth Sym­ 
phony, Gluck’s overture to “Iphlgeula In Aulis” and 
Liszt’s Incomprehensible “Mazeppa.” The Gluck 
work was in the rendering, but a faint reflex of tho 
magnificent playing of Thomas’ orchestra in tho 
same piece this season; but the symphony and 
symphonic poem were delivered with a spirit and 
finish that gave general satisfaction. Miss Mehllg 
played Schumann’s piano concerto In A minor with 
an Intelligence, power and expression that recon­ 
ciled every one who had heard Kubinstein In the 
same work, and in the second part of the pro- 
grsmmcshe played the “Second Hungarian Rhap- 
sodv” of Liszt. 
The most attractive feature of the concert, how­ 
ever, was Miss Clara Louise Kellogg, who sung the 
letter air from “Don Juan,” the mad scene from 
“Lucia,” and the song of Mlgnon, “Connals tule 
pays?” (the last an encore). The fair priroadonna 
made a sensation on this occasion. She was In 
unusually good voice, aud, encouraged by the gen­ 
erous reception accorded to her, she In­ 
vested the ever-welcomc selections from Mozart 
and Donizetti with rare Interest. But in the song 
of “Mlgnon” she displayed a degree of tenderness, 
simplicity and touching pathos in her voice that 
recalled the best efforts of Nilsson. Altogether tho 
Brooklyn people have reason for congratulation in 
the first essay of their Philharmonic Society this 
season. The second concert takes place on Jan­ 
uary 11.

“The Merry Wives of Windsor” will be with* 
drawn from the Fifth Avenue Theatre after Mon' 
day week and will be replaced on Tuesday evening, 
December 10, by “Tho Baroness,” a new Parisian 
drama adapted for this theatre hy Mr. T. B. De 
Walden. Mrs. C. D. Abbott is to make her début 
in this piece. Besides this Mr. Daly has another 
Parisian comedy In preparation, which, we arc 
told, 19 of “singular and signlflcaui constructio'n,” 
and be will also produce “The School for Scandal” 
during the season.

Tho remains of Horace Greeley lay In the bed­ 
room where he died, at Dr. Choate’s, all day yes­ 
terday. They were shrouded by a white cloth,, 
through wlilch the larser oiullnes of bis 
face and form ceuld be vsgnely defined. A 
few personal friends called to offer their services 
in the last sad offices for tholr friend, among thent 
Samuel .Sinclair, Isaiah T. Williams and Alvin T. 
Johnson, but nothing conld be done until the coffin 
in which he was to be enclosed could be forwarded 
irom New York, and the friends returned to town. 
II>A URBELKV 
remained secluded in her room at Dr. Choate’s all 
day, tended only by Mrs. Gibbons, an old lady 
friend of the family, with whom, as she 
herself said, touchingly, “Mr. Greeley nted 
to always take tea on Sunday.-*.” She ministered 
in a tender, motherly way to the nee«l8 and com­ 
forts of the afflicted daughter, who throughout 
presented a calm, courageous aspect hardly to be 
hoped for from one whom disaster ha.s so persis­ 
tently paraucd, 
TIIE ROOM IN WBTCH MR. ORUELEV DIEI) 
remained as it was during his last hours, except 
that the shapeless thing, with Its white shroud, 
resting upon a rougn board, occupied the centre oí 
the room. The long, gaunt sou of the Doctor, la 
showing the room to the H era ld reporter, said, 
with a sign of Impatience, “Wo have another pa­ 
tient for this room as soon as It is ready.” The 
room was soon afterwards made ready by the re­ 
moval of the body of Mr. Greeley.

For, after oU, though detraction and disappoint­ 
m ent and dom estic sorrow m ay have clouded liia 
last days, this w as the happy ending of a noble 
career.

tVhether 
It shall

The record of w h at he 
has done for the Industry, the odncatlon, the gen­ 
eral culture and the social Im provem ent of his 
country, as w ell as the story of w h at he has accom ­ 
plished In guiding Us political destinies wo may leave 
to an im partial po.sterity. 
It Is too soon, perhaps, 
to judge correctly how great has been Ids share in 
moiilOiug the 
public sentim ent w hich dictates 
laws, chouses Presidents, creates arm ies and cun- 
ti ols public events; but It is certain that no history 
of the most critical period in our national Ute can 
ever be w ritten in which Horace Greeley shall not 
be a conspicuous figure. Enorm ous as his personal 
influence was in politics lor the better part ol a 
generation, it w as not upon tl.is that in fils latter 
years ho looked back w ith the greatest satisfac­ 
tion. 
That he had shaped the course of adm inis­ 
trations, directed the jiurposes o f parties, created 
a great organ of opinion, taught statesnicn to sit

The successful life was that 
which Is worn out In conflict w ith w rong and woe. 
The only am bition w orth follow ing w as the am bi­ 
tion to alleviate human m isery and leave the world 
a little better than he fonnd It. 
That he had ilone 
this was the consolation w hich brightened his last 
days and assured him be had not lived In vain. 
He w as a young m an when he took his stand by 
the suflcring and oppressed. 
He w as old when he 
saw the downfaU of the barbarism against which 
he had battled for a quarter of a century. 
Honors 
aud abuse, prosperity and reverses, w ere his by 
turn in this long contest, b u t his sturdy arm never 
faltPTcd and hts heart never failed. 
He took pa­ 
tiently the butretlngs of adverse fortune, and ruse 
with sublime courage almve disa.stcr; lor there w as 
no selflsb Impulse in his labor, and he know thai 
though he siient him self the w ork m ust go on to Its 
final triumph. 
WTien the victory came he might 
have held up his hands and cried out w ith Simoon, 
“ Lord, now lelte st thou th r servant depart in 
peace.” 
Bnt it was granted him to see even more 
than the destruction o f slavery. 
He w as ro im ­ 
press upon the policy of the renewed and purilied 
rnlon som ething of his own generous and elevated 
chnracter. to give an im petus to principles des­ 
tined to work grand reform s a t no distant tim e, to 
preach the political gospel of brotherhood and good 
w ill and to win before be left this world the esteem 
of thousands who had been his bitterest enemies. 
With no vain estim ate of 
his personal share 
In 
the 
progress 
of 
the 
past 
thirty years 
he 
realized 
how 
much 
had 
been 
accom ­ 
plished by the w arfare in w hich he had taken so 
great a p a r t; he trusted th at the agencies which 
he had loiinded would perpetuate his influence 
after he had passed aw ay. 
Conscious, as In his 
secret heart he must have been, that when he w as In 
his grave his name would prom pt men to kindly ac­ 
tions and to noble thought», would moisten eyes'that 
never saw him, and bring a quiver to strange Ups, 
Horace Greeley w as blessed In his old age with the 
rew ard of hla fidelity aud sclf-sacriflce. 
"S o,” he 
wrote, "looking calm ly yet humbly for that close of 
m y mortal career, w hich cannot he far distant, I 
reverently thank God lOr tho blessings vonchsaled 
me In the p a s t; and, w ith an aw e that is not four, 
and a consciousness of dem erit which does not ex- 
elude hope, aw ait the opening before my steos of 
the gates of the eternal w orld.” 
It is not for us. In the first hour of our loss, to 
dwell long, here, upon his character, or catalogue 
Ills virtues. 
To his associates and disciples the be­ 
reavem ent is a grief too personal to leave them 
heart for m aking eloquent phrases.

wrongs he made his own.

A great light of Am erican Journalism, and per­ 
haps the most rem arkable Am erican of his period, 
breathed his last a Uttle before seven o’clock 
yesterday evening. 
It has never been onr lot to 
record a death whose surroundings and anteced­ 
ents Impressed us w ith snch a sense of monrnful 
and even tragic pathos. 
That ol President Uncoln 
had Indeed more of the horror of a certain kind of 
stage eflTect; but It fell short o f this In the aiTect 
Ing appeal it m akes to the deepest sym pathies of 
our common human nature and its power 
to 
touch 
thuse 
deep 
w ell-springs 
of 
feeling 
which are the fountain of unaffected tears. 
We 
w rite 
these 
sad 
lines 
with

hardly becom es a man, much less 
a journalist In tb c discharge of his public functions, 
to let his feeUngs g e t control of him, we cannot 
dissemble the grief w hich tak es possession of us at 
this afflictive term ination of a great career, and 
this terrible sm iting o f tw o Ingennous yonng hearts, 
the vtrtaons, interesting, gifted, doubly orphaned 
dangbters, one in the bad and the other In the 
opening blossom of a beautiful womanhood, who, 
with the little Interval o fa month, lose both their 
parenu, under circum stances so fitted to crush the 
life out of their despalBlng hearts. 
May God pity

possible recovery. 
Probably uo man could have died at this m oment 
to this country, perhaps in the wor.d, whose death 
would have produced a more profouud sensation.

Mrs. Greolcy was the favorite of 
th e township, 
the 
natural protcc.tor of the 
w eak, 
the 
born 
consoler 
of 
the 
aftUctod, 
the inevitable friend and ally of every child in 
th e neighborhood. She was a great reader, and 
rem em bered all she read. 
She loved agricul­ 
tu ral pursuits, was fond of flowers and of bees, 
had had a passion for walking. 
After w orking 
la the fields and the garden, doing the labor of 
a man and of a woman, too, during the day, 
■be would tell the old Irish stories she had learned 
from h er grandm other all the evening. To these 
M erles the boy Horace listened greedily as he sat 
•a the floor at 
her feet, the glow from the 
wood fire lighting np bis pale face and bin 
w hite hair. She spun as she narrated, while her 
boys 
attention 
was 
divided 
between 
the 
tu rn in g wheel, and the anim ated eyes of his 
m other. Doubtless these passages awoke In the 
boy’s mind a th irst lor knowledge and a lively 
latereet In learning. How soon ho learned to 
read is impossible to state with any degree of 
oertalnty. Some of his early friends have asserted 
th a t his m other taught 
him to read before 
he conlil talk, but tbls is a m anifest absnrdity. 
since the long words would convey to him no 
m eaning. But it is fact th a t betore he was 
quite two years old, he would be upon bis back 
and holding the Bible In his tiny hands, would 
pore over the leaves with a peculiar soleinulty 
of countenance, and would gravely exam ine a 
■ewspaper, Jnst as other children play with the 
co n ten ts of m am m a’s work box. At three vears 
• f age he could read easily and corxoctly books 
prepared for children In words of one syllable, 
and a t four he would nnhesltatlr 
and a t four he would nnhesltatlnglff tackle any 
of the thirty or forty volumes which comprised 
hto father's library. 
One of 
hia peculiarities 
w as the extrao rd in ary variety of postures in 
which he would read, seldom sitting down com- 
fOrtobly like an ordinary m orUl, b at generally 
preferring to lie on his baek, or to carl himself 
np into an uneasy ball, or to stretch himself out 
• n his stomach. From this singularity it resulted 
th a t ho could read a book right side up, upside 
down or sideways, to tho great astonishm ent of 
the neighbors, who looked upon him as a Uttle 
conjuror.

THE FIRST SyUPTOUS. 
MeanwliUe Mrs. Greeley’s health had been fall 
ing rapidly and she had been removetl from 
Ghappaqna to this olty. 
Mr. Alvin J. Johnson, 
of 9sa W est Fifiy-sevenUi street, hod plaoed a 
snlt of appartm enM a t her dlspoMf. Thaw the 
invalid ocoupied w ith h er eldest daughter, Mtos 
Ida, while Mr. Greeley had rooms In tow samo 
house, i t was there, wldle passing sleepless aigM s 
c t the bedside of his dying wife, th at Horace Greo- 
ley first began to show signs of g reat m ental de­ 
pression. On one occasion, while the opposition 
press was criticising his groat Pittsburg speech, 
he s a ld :- “ If they make the issue th at I’m 
tho 
rebel 
candidate. 
I'm 
bound 
to 
be 
defeated.” This consideration seemed to weigh 
on his mind, and often when he supposed he was 
alone, he would p u t his hands to his head and cry 
out, “ Oh I” as though snfforiug intense pain. He 
was 
advised to 
continuo his woodchopping 
Batiirdoy maUuéea, and though severely chafed 
by the acconnis of them published in the New 
York Times, he still parsued his open air exer­ 
cise. On one occasion a t Chappaqua he was accom- 
corapanled by Mr. Johnson and his son. Mr. John­ 
son, Jr., chopped down tho dead limb of a hemlock 
tree, which narrow ly niissod his father's head. 
“ W hat do you m eant” cried out Mr. .Tohnsoii, Hr. 
“ Do you w ant to kill me, Willie?” 
“i wish some­ 
body would kin m e,” responded Mr. Greeley in a 
voice of extrem e sadness. 
THF. DEATH OK MBS. (IKEBl.RY. 
At length, on tho m orning of October :io, Mrs. 
Greeley died. 
When the widowed liusbauii was 
Informed of his wife’s death he wrung his hands, 
cried like a child and sal»i, “Uh ? why didn’t yon 
let me sit up with her ! Why did you send me to 
bed t My poor wife ! my poor wife !” 
TVo days afterw ard Mrs. Greeley was bni1e»l. 
Her rem ains were followed to the grave by a large 
concourse of people, all of whom noticed Mr. Gree­ 
ley's grief. 
He returned after tne fnneral to Mr. 
Johnson’s, and Instead of Interesting himself about 
hlK daughters and the future gave way wholly to 
dejection. 
It was then he showed the first posi­ 
tivo evidence of m ental uerangeinent. 
TUB NOVKMBBB HLBCUKtN 
seemingly did not interest him. His defeat did 
not s«)em to surprise him. 
He deceived his friends 
by receiving the new s with perfect indifference. 
It was noticed about this time, however, th at 
he would tcU Ills private business to ovoryoiio 
with whom he was brought In contact, and to 
each one he told a different sto rr of his defeat. 
Ills troubles ami the infidelity of his supposed 
m ends. 
He would a t tim es denonnce the liemu- 
cratic party, whom he accused of selling out to (ho 
adm inistration. Then he would violently criticise 
the course pursued by the opposition new spapers, 
and especially the m ism anagem ent of the Trttmne, 
ami his fatal m istake in allowing his name to be 
used as a candidate lor the ITesUleiicy. 
Hr. Alvin J. Johnsou was his m ost intim ate 
friend. 
One evening, while holding his hand. 
Mr. Greeley said to him, “A. J., «lo you know I 
made a terrible m istake abont Mr. Dauu. 
He 
w as right about th at 'On to Klchmond.’ 
Yes, l 
am satlsflod now that he was right about It.” 
Often after that, when he was unable to sleep, and 
while his disease was y e t in Its incipicncy, Mr. 
Greeley would take Mr. Johnson to his room, and, 
with han.lH clasped, he would Im part to him tho 
m ost intim ate secrets of his heart. 
THE IJIST BLOW. 
It was during this period th at he w rote his card 
resum ing tho editorship of the Ti'ltmne. publlsheil 
on November 7. He was Inexpressibly shocke»! 
while reading tho lYibunean the following morning 
to find an mlTtorlal article howled “Ornnibs ofCom- 
fort” occupying us conspicuous a posit Ion as th at of 
his card. This article, It will be remembered, spoke 
of tho Tribune as having been used as “a sort of 
fciloral employment agency,” and said that lor tho 
last twelve years “every red-nosed politician who 
had cheated a t tho caucus and lought a t the 
poUa looked to tho editor of the TrUmm to secure 
bis appointm ent as ganger, or as army oliap- 
lain, or 
as Minister .to 
France,” and then 
closed with an Insult to the m ends who had 
stood by Mr. Greeley during the cam paign. 
It was 
w ritten under the supervision of Mr. W liltelaw 
Rcld, who had acted ase<llt,or of the Tribum', during 
the political canvass, and wrs Inserted In the 
columns of the Tribune w ithout Mr. Greeley’s 
knowledge. 
Mr. 
Greeley 
hastened 
to 
the 
Tribune office. 
He there w rote a card denying hts 
responslbilly for tho abusive article and regretting 
its publication. This denial he sent to Ills olu 
m em l, Mr. Thomas N. Booker, foreman of the 
Tribune 
printing 
offic.e, 
ordering 
it to 
be 
placed at the head of the Trtbune'e columns on 
the following morning. 
The 
denial 
did not 
appear. It was suppressed late a t night by Mr. 
Wliltelaw Rel«l. On the following day the defno-

Dr. E. Krackowlzer, chief surgeon of the Ger­ 
man HospltaU Dr. Krackowlzer recognized the 
case as a scrlons one, and a t once resorted to the 
m ost energeuc treatm ent. At first It seemed as 
though the malady would yield to the treatm ent, 
and a t times the patien t became gentle In dispo­ 
sition, perlectly rational and in apparent good 
health. 
FBONOCNCED INSANE.

Medicine

of no avaU, and reason gave way. On November 
ao Dr. Brown. H uperlntendent of the Bloomlngdaie 
Asylnm, and Dr. George c. S. Choate, proprietor 
of a private asylum In W estchester connty, were 
called to m eet Dr. Krackow itzcr In consultation. 
A carefni exam ination of the patient was made, 
and they nnanlmouslv pronounced him suffering 
from acute mania—entirely Insane. 
The shock was a severe blow to the few friends 
of the veteran Journalist who were entrusted 
with the secret; but. after due deliberation, they 
became snfflclently reconciled to the fact to con­ 
sent to Mr. Greeley’s removal to Dr. Choate’s 
residence, near Pleasan trille, W estchester connty. 
The house is pleasantly situated, a mile and 
a half from the town, on a hill half a mile from a 
roa«l or the nearest house. It is comfortably fur­ 
nished, has handsome groun»ls surrounding it, and 
though known to the neighbors as a private lunatic 
asylum, it has the appearance of the country scat 
some wealthy gentlem an.

Even the turf world of New Orleans has n o t 
passed unscathed beneath the transíorm ing fingers 
widen the restless spirit of change keeps ever 
busily a t work m tangling the woof of m an’s 
worldly affairs, and the closing year will long 
rem ain memorable in its nistory as having w it­ 
nessed the death ol the oldest Jockey club In 
America, together w ith the birth of its younger 
aud moró vlgorons successor. 
The old M etairie 
track, rad ian t with the trium phs of successiv»} 
cqninc generations, whose golden diist has b< en 
wbirleil by all the fleetest hoofs th at now adorn 
the Turj' jeefflster—tbti 
scene 
of L exington’s 
grandest victories, with Ids splendid arm r of com­ 
peers and his illustrlouB line of dcs(.'ent-the 
“Model Course,” as its rich old patrons so loved to 
designate It, Ls now sUent and deserted. The gal­ 
lant spirits who reared au»l m aintained its fame 
are now either dead or scattered. 
Ere long tho 
g ardener’s spaoo and the m ason's trowel will bo a t 
w ork translorm ing It into a city of the dead, and 
the old track, which still stretches its deserted 
length around the field, instead of echoing the 
flying feet of conquerors, will merely cushion the 
mournful roll of funeral wheels. No w<jndcr the rem ­ 
nants of tho old cinb, now few In num bers, grizzly in 
beard and a little tottering In carriage, look with 
feelings aklu to suspicion and dislike upon the 
rival track which dealt the death blow, and th at 
they affect to see in the air of elegance and ex ­ 
travagance surrounding It the uniulstakabb* and 
fatal elem ents of early decay. 
They miss th at 
rude, rigid, yet sportsm anllkc simplicity of ap­ 
pointm ents whicli belonged to the old conrse and 
regard with Jealousy the spleudur which supplants 
it in the new. 
Its palatial club house, with mag- 
iiillccnt private 
grounds 
attached; 
its well- 
ordered stables 
and 
training 
q u arters; 
its 
gigantic stand and num erous Irnovatlons, In­ 
troduced from the iconoclastic North, alt tend 
to beget envy. If not Ire, aud although the a ttra c ­ 
tions of the q u arter stretch and the startin g boll 
arc still Irresistible to the M etairie veterans but 
very few consent to take an active \ia rt in tho 
new dispensation. This is much to be regretted, 
as the ixm lslana Club, with all its youthful bravery 
aud vigor, sailly lacks th at cxperlcuee aud in tí­ 
m ate knowledge of tiirf lore which a more accom­ 
m odating spirit on tlie p art of the M eialrie Nestors 
woula afiord. 
It Is, however, the old story of 
January and May over again. They utterly refuse to 
hear roses In tho Decomber of their lives, and will 
toko a grim satisfaction In ffidlug out of existence, 
confident In the belief th at the brightest glories of 
the racing world will depart w ith 
them. 
To 
do the Ixmlslana Club Justice, it Is not lacking 
in efforts a t «muciliatioii, but it only brags about a 
conflict of faith, in which the ol»l, fortified with 
years of success, refuse to swerve oue lota from Its 
cree»l, no m atter how attractive the guise in which 
the new paints Itself. In view of this g reat «-hange 
thus Inangnrated, great sym pathy is felt aud ex ­ 
pressed by all turfites for the dead Metairie, which 
closes the m ost brilliant career ever achieved by 
any similar liisMtutlon In this cunntry. 
THE METAIRIE ASSOCIATHIN 
upon which the Metairie Jockey Club was founded, 
came into existence in th»* Fall of I83ó, la the 
Spring of th at year a gentlem an named Oliver, 
who had owned for several years previously the 
Ecll|)se Course, then situated near Carrollton, 
about lour miles np tne river, purchased the pres­ 
ent M etairie grouuds and removed the scene of his 
racing exploits to that locality. The new track 
was more eligibly sltnated upon the M etairie 
Ridge, a small licit of high ground which exteuds 
arotind the city about two and a ball miles in Its 
rear. After some three or four m eetings Mr. 
Oliver succumbed to financial pressure, and In the 
Fall of 1830 an organization of tw enty gentlem en 
Wiis formed, who purchased the ground and estab ­ 
lished the M etairie Association. Only three or 
four of the original m einbcrs yet 
live, 
but 
ownership and transfer of the shares was so regu­ 
lated th at Its integrity has been preserved through 
all m utations up lo the present time. With the ex ­ 
ception of the Interval occupied by the w ar a Spring 
and Fall m eeting has been regularly held upon this 
track for a period of thlrty-slx years. During its 
earlier history Its contests were confined 10 local 
stables, am ong the owners of which were many of 
th at aristocratic race of Intelligent and wealthy 
planters once so plentiful in the Houth, but now 
passing 
away forever. 
Adam 
iiingham an. of 
Natchez, who wrested the graduation honors from 
Edward E verett at Harvard College; W. K. John­ 
son, of Virginia, tho “Napoleon of tho Turf,” of 
whom John Itondolph once said th at he had heard 
m ore wisdom from him on the race field than he 
ever heard In the Congress of tlif United Htates; 
General T. J. Wells, of Demerara, 
tho owner 
and 
breeder 
of 
the great J..e(;onipt.c; 
ca p ­ 
tain W. J. Minor, Duncan F. Kenner, John Slidell 
(of snbsequent Coniedcrate famo). Garrison, of 
Virginia; Klrkman, of Alabama; A. Keene Bichards, 
Of Kentncky, and m any other nam es w ritten high 
up on turf aiinals. Under such auspices this orgau- 
Izatlon flourished for over a quarter of a century, 
holding ihroughont lU place at the head of the 
racing world, dictating the laws by which its was 
governed, and furnishing the model upon which all 
subsequent clnbs were founded. Among the large 
family oflm ltators which sprung up everywhere It 
was not free from competition. Its great success, 
added to the exclusive m anner In wnich its affairs 
were adm inistered, begot Jealousies and rivalries, 
so that opposition clubs were repeatedly started, 
all of which it conquered in turn, until a t last Its 
flag 
was 
gracefully 
lowered 
to 
the 
pres­ 
en t 
“Louisiana.” 
In 1839 the “ Rlnghaman” 
Course was started, but gave out after three m eet­ 
ings. Afterwards the “Louisiana” ran an unprofit­ 
able career of two years. The Union Course gave 
np the contest In about the same length of time, 
and one or two others of minor im portance added 
their scalps to the M etairie’s trophies. 
It was on the Metairie that the great Post Stake 
race took place, between Lccompto, Lexington, 
Highlander and Arrow—an event which thrilled the 
entire Union w ith a whirlwind of excitem ent, and 
was so magnificently described in the J^eauune of 
the day by -old” Jim Valentine. There It was th at 
Lexington scored his great time race. But the 
Metairie Is sunnv with glorious memories. It was 
the scene of Keel’s trinm phs, of Gray Eagle’s vic­ 
tories. It gave Voucher, Daniel Boone, Ann Dunn, 
Lightning, Planet, Panic and Louis d ’Or their 
well-earned laurels. It echoed to the conqnering 
hoofs of Maid of Orleans, Starke, Prior, Prioress, 
Hclmbeld, Monarchist and conntless scions of the 
noble blood which flows through the veins of 
American racing stock. 
During this entire period Its adm inistration was 
conducted with the m ost im partial Justice and the 
most lavish generosity. At none of the many m eet­ 
ings embraced did Its purses ever am ount to lens 
than $10,000, and often they rose to $30,000 and 
$25,000, always paid promptly on the spot. Nobody 
ever thonght ot qiiestioiitog either its integrity or 
its decrees; from the dedsloa of Its long line 
of Judges none of the racing world ever dream ed 
of appeaUng. 
Em inent and anpremo It gave 
tone and »-haracter to the aport, and unqncatlon- 
ably did m ore than any other Institution to matfa- 
taln that elevated hold racing hae to-day npon the 
appreciation of the American people. All turfites 
m ust, thorelorc, view Its final rilssolntlon with re­ 
g re t; but, in dying, It onlr gives wav to that Irre­ 
sistible m arch of im provem ent which In all mo«Iern 
clUes IB coBstantly tearing down old Idols and 
pinnghing out the foot-tracks of onr m ost hallowed 
memories. 
The Motoirlc has, however, left a worthy succes­ 
s o r; one of fresher blood and more enlarged enter­ 
prise—one more to consonance with the spirit of 
im provem snt m arking public enterprises of tho 
present day, and one th at promises to bnild up In 
the courM of tl« e a repntotton no lesa glorious

from the general recognition of his great ser- 
vicea in behalf of “equal rights to all;’’ from 
the extraordinary position in which he so re­ 
cently stood before the country for the Presi­ 
dency aa the standard-bearer of the democratic 
party; from the incessant excitements and 
painftil domestic afflictions, resulting in the 
terrible malady which so rapidly consumed 
hia life, and from the mysterions surround­ 
ings of the dying man, every mind in the least 
conversant with these ciroumstanoes is most 
painfully affected by his death. 
The melan­ 
choly event, as in the ease of Abraham 
Lincoln, thongh in a more snbdned form, has 
thus impressed itself upon the whole commu­ 
nity; for this general feeling 
sadness and 
sorrow is as that over some cherished friend 
suddenly, unexpectedly and strangely taken 
away. 
Oar city contemporaries, sharing in this 
universal sympathy and gratefrilly recognizing 
it, have given it their various forms of expres­ 
sion; but, upon the essential conclusions, they 
are hanqonious in their testimony. The World, 
for example, says:—“It luts never been our lot 
to record a death whose surroundings and 
antecedents impressed us with such a sense of 
mournful and even tragic pathos ;’’ that more

The H sbald, the D'Unme and the Times, 
with the loss to each of its founder and 
builder, have all lo.st their character as per­ 
sonal journals; bat they are each established 
on that solid foundation of success which in­ 
vites them to this new departure of impersonal 
and independent jonmalism, so distinctly out­ 
lined by Mr. Greeley on his return, the other 
day, from that “other line of business” to the 
conduct of the Tribune. There is enough, too, 
in the example, the system and the policy of 
the founders of each of these journals to guide 
their successors in offlce, independenUy of 
that personal journalism which has at length 
for us been overreached by the telegraph. 
In 
conclusion, let the Tribune oontinae to exhibit 
that spirit of energy, independence and enter­ 
prise, and that world-embracing spirit of 
Chrietian philanthropy and “peace and good 
will to men” whichso eminently distinguished 
its deceased editor, and it wiU continue to 
maintain the substantial reputation given it 
by the genius and the labor of love bestowed 
upon it by Horace Greeley. 


than the tragical death of Lincoln this “ap­ 
peals to the deepest sympatliios of our com­ 
mon nature.” 
The staff of the Tríbune say 
that “it is not for ns, in the first hour of our 
loss, to dwell long here upon his character or 
to catalogue his virtues. To his associates and 
disciples the bereavement is a grief too per­ 
sonal to leave them heart for making eloquent 
phrases.” 
The Sun says that “Mr. Greeley 
was the warm, the zealous friend of bnmanity, ” 
and that “his own early struggles viith 
poverty made him the champion of the poor.” 
The Commercial Advertiser, in its tribute of 
respect, says that “Mr. Greeley had actually 
no enemies,” and that although the great 
editor is gone “his memory will be forever 
green in the recoUeotions of his countrymen.” 
The Evening Mail thinks it is too soon yet to 
form a comprehensive verdict upon the char­ 
acter of the deceased, bat that “when we re­ 
member how that stalwart and active spirit 
entered the daily life and thought of a conti­ 
nent of newspaper readers ; how it was felt as a 
constant power in politics and in all the dis­ 
cussions of the day ; how in tens of thousands 
of families it was ever present as a teacher 
and a guide ; how in all circles and among all 
conditions of men it was a living infiuence, 
and how every marked individuality of its 
character was known to all, we may begin to 
realize what has been given to us and what we 
have lost.” 
From these suggestions the whole broad 
field of American journalism rises before us, 
past and present, and with its probabilities 
and possibilities of the future. 
In this gen­ 
eral view of the subject we may say that 
Francis P. Blair, Sr., of the Washington Olobe, 
represented an epoch of American journalism 
which is among the things of the p a st; that 
Mr. Greeley, in the Tribune, represented an 
epoch that is rapidly passing away, and that 
the new journalistic era which is now dawn­ 
ing upon us will mark still another advance 
with the advancing spirit of the age. The 
journalism represented by the old Washington 
Olobe, the Albany Argus and the Richmond 
Enquirer 
was 
that 
of 
kitchen 
eabi- 
nets, 
party regencies 
and 
juntas. 
The 
OUbe, 
from 
Washington, 
gave 
the 
cue 
to 
the 
whole 
democratic 
press 
of the country, while the Albany Argus and 
Richmond Ab^irer each regulated the party 
of its section, the one in .the North the other 
in the Sonth. 
The OUbe, however, was but 
the organ of the Kitchen Cabinet, and the 
Argus and Enquirer were the mere mouth­ 
pieces of a controlling regency or junta. 'This 
was the dominating American journalism of 
the political period represented by Jackson 
and Van Buren. 
The independent press oame next upon the 
stage, in the modest but popular form of a 
penny paper or two, in most of our great cities, 
and from the pressure of these enterprising 
newspapers those previonsly omnipotent cen­ 
tral party organs were driven from the field 
or stripped of their influence over public 
opinion. 
But, at the same time, personal 
journalism under this new dispensation, in 
the New York Tribune, for example, was 
more broadly developed 
than 
under the 
old 
party 
dominion 
of 
Blair, 
Ritchie 
and Crosswell. 
The 
Tribune became the 
organ of 
Mr. 
Greeley. 
He 
was 
the 
Tribune and the Tribune was Greeley. 
He 
possessed those strong intellectual qualities, 
that marked individuality of character, those 
distinguishing and 
popular 
eccentricities 
which made the Tribune, and which, whatever 
the modifications, are indispensable to the suc­ 
cess ol a personal journaL 
To similar causes 
are due the success of the H e b a l d . 
Indeed, 
such 
has been the partiality of the Amer­ 
ican people for those exceptional intellects 
capable of impressing themselves upon the 
public mind in everything they discuss, that 
Parson Brownlow, at the head of a small weekly 
paper in the mountains of Tennessee, brought 
it into general notice and for it an unexpected 
success. Nor is this a new thing, nor is it 
limited to this country; for in England, Cob- 
hett, in his day, and in France under the late 
Empire, Rochefort was a marked snocess in 
personal journalism. 
From similar striking 
individnalities Dickens, so successful as a 
novelist, would doubtless have been equally 
successful as the writer of the distinguishing 
editorials of a newspaper. 
But with the extension of the facilities of 
the telegraph our metropolitan newspapers 
are inevitably tending to that impersonal 
journalism which is most fully represented by 
the London Times, 
The news from the four 
quarters of the globe, which is now gathered 
for a daily metropolitan paper, embraces so 
many subjects for editorial discussion that a 
number of competent writers are required to 
cover it 
Hence the dieappearanoe, more and 
more, of that macked iadiridaality, oTon of 


Rcisewal of Threatening Appearances

try constituted in political sentiment as France 
now is finds melancholy evidence in our cable 
despatches from Paris of yesterday.

have ever merited the scorn which the world 
has crystallized in an epigram—“They never 
forget and never leam anything.” 
They 
never forget the fiction of divine right to 
role and rob, and they do not leam from 
an age that is placing their cause further 
and further among the exploded myths of 
long ago. 
If there is trouble in Paris the 
monarchists, who shout speciously against 
Gambetta, may be the day after imploring 
mercy from the mob.

T he Alabama Anabcht— The two legisla­ 
tive bodies in Alabama continue to fight for 
control of the State. 
One or the other must 
he in the wrong. 
So far as the sitaation can 
be understood it is this:—The proper authori­ 
ties gave certificates of election to the fall 
number of members. 
The conservatives held 
a majority of these certificates. 
The republi­ 
cans claimed that some of the conservatives 
who held certificates were not honestly elected, 
or, in other words, the seats of some half 
dozen or so were contested.

The H ebald special despatch from Gape 
Haytien, via S t Thomas, published yester­ 
day, will have informed onr readers of the 
failnre of our Cuban expedition and the 
flight of our oommiseioner from the island on 
board the French steamer. 
He had been re­ 
quested to publish the information he had 
gathered in onr service and at onr expense in 
the columns of a 
government organ at 
Havana, and, not oomplying with this impu­ 
dent request vas advised that the “volun­ 
teers” were incensed at bis refusal and that 
his life was in danger. 
So, allowing himself 
to bo intimidated or over-persuaded, he 
abandoned his mission, received his pass­ 
port and left 
for 
New York. 
Expedi­ 
tions of this delicate and hazardous char­ 
acter 
cannot 
be 
expected to he always 
crowned with immediate success. 
The dis- 
conragements they encounter, the difficulties 
thrown in their way, and their occasional fail­ 
ure only serve to prove their importance and 
their peril and to make snocess when it is 
achieved the .more creditable. 
Besides, the 
result of snob expeditions depends entirely 
upon the oharaoter of those to whom they 
are entrusted, and a man’s mettle has to be 
tested in the fire before its real qnality can be 
known. 
A Stanley is not met with every day, 
and a man who could be checked by disap­ 
pointment or driven back from his object by 
the fear of death through “war, pestilence or 
famine” would never have discovered Liv­ 
ingstone. 
It is 
idle 
to 
speculate 
now 
as to whether a bold, resolute, dignified, but 
modest demeanor would not have been suffi­ 
cient protection against these blustering vol­ 
unteers without the safeguard of American 
nationality and a lawful, peaceful mission. 
It is enough that our present commissioner 
has left the island with his work incomplete, 
and as this is a sufficient proof that he is not 
the right man in the right place we are glad 
that he has thus early given os- an oppor­ 
tunity to select his sncceasor. 
A campaign is 
seldom fought out, from its commencement to 
its close, under the same division command­ 
ers, and the cause is generally benefited by 
the changes that experience proves to be 
desirable. 
It is probable that the Spanish troops and 
volunteers, and it may be the Spanish author­ 
ities, plume themselves on their prowess in 
having got rid of the H b b a t.o correspondent.

We are anxious to see 
whether the Spanish troops have no foe be­ 
fore them, but have been fighting windmills 
for the past four years, as, with singular indif­ 
ference to their own reputation for courage 
and efficiency, they would have the world 
believe, or whether the insurrection that 
has held its 
ground so long is entitled 
to consideration at 
the hands 
of neu­ 
tral 
nations. 
Our 
present 
expedition 
has failed, 
but 
we 
shall 
find 
other 
agents who will succeed. 
When General 
Grant was 
fighting the confederacy 
he 
did not pause after temporary defeat, but 
pushed steadily forward, filling np gap after 
gap in his lines with new men until he drove 
the enemy before him. 
We intend to fight 
ont the Cuban expedition on this line if it 
takes all the Winter and Summer as well, and 
when one commissioner fails we shall supply 
his place with another until the object is ac­ 
complished. 
We might avail ourselves of the 
services of Mr. Stanley, but he will be busily 
engaged for the next three months in deliver­ 
ing lectures and publishing books which will 
not only extend his fame, but yield him the 
substantial return of a hundred thousand dol­ 
lars or upwards. Besides, it would not he just to 
other enterprising and capable young men who 
are eager to emulate Mr. Stanley’s example, 
if we should confine the expeditions ont of 
which the greatest honor and the most profit 
can be gained to any one individnaL

Mr. James Anthony Fronde, the historian, 
repUed to the argnments of Father Burke on 
the Anglo-Irish question last night, effectuaUy 
disposing, M we think, of the historical ques­ 
tions which remained undecided. 
On the 
question of the Irish nativity or extraction of 
American citizens the historian had the ad­ 
vantage of the priest; but, whUe he was ap- 
pareuUy backed by our census, both of them are 
delightfully wrong in their conclusions. On the 
point touching the Duke of A lva-thatm ostin- 
homan of batchers—the historian also had the 
advantage. 
The slaughter of the Huguenots 
was another question where the priest trod 
upon dangerous ground. Then Pope Adrian’s 
bull again came up for review, and Mr. 
Fronde showed, as Father Burke had shown 
before him, that it is a two-sided question, hut 
not very profitable for discussion. 
Lastly, the 
courage and the cowardice of the Irish people 
were commented npon; but before either of 
these distinguished men talked of it everybody 
knew all ahont it, for Irish courage is like 
good wine, which needs no bush to proclaim 
its merits. 
All these points were elaborated 
with great skiU and acuteness, and if Father 
Bnrke has a mind so to do he can elaborate 
them still farther. 
But why should they 
dwell upon themes which have lost their in,ter- 
est with the little excitement that made them 
interesting? 
Another word on this subject 
will be worse than a blander, for we shall then 
behold the spectacle of two eminent scholars, 
like the most abject of beggars, persisting in 
unbandoging sores against the sight of which 
men cannot but close their eyes. Neither the 
crimes of Alva nor the butchery of Bartholo­ 
mew can have any effect in making Ireland 
contented or England ju st 
We have heard 
all their stories, and heard them patiently to 
the end, and are glad with the promise that 
the end is reached. 
This, then, we take it, is the close of the 
discussion, so far as it has public interest or 
importance. 
Looking back at what Mr. 
Froude attempted, and comparing results with 
expectations, we can only say what we said in 
the beginning, that his mission, in so far as it 
was a mission, proved a complete and utter 
failnre. 
He created no American sentiment 
in favor of English domination in Ireland. 
He tamed not a single promoter of Feuianism 
aside from the self-imposed task of securing 
Irish independence. 
He made no Irish heart 
heat more kindly toward England, and he 
failed to show that any such thing existed as 
English magnanimity toward Ireland. 
Most 
of all, he evolved no broad political phi­ 
losophy by which nations may he bound to­ 
gether in unison and peace. 
What, then, has 
Mr. Froude gained by his mission to America ? 
Nothing for Ireland, certainly, for he did not 
find the healing herb he came to seek, hut 
much for himself. 
His fame as a historian is 
broadened and deepened by his personal con­ 
tact with the New World. 
His accuracy 
as a chronicler of the past, so vehemently as­ 
sailed in the Old World and the New, is more 
firmly re-established. 
His scholarship and 
his research stand out clear and grand among 
the monuments of time. 
Even Macaulay’s 
reputation is not greater now than Froude’s. 
These are the only rssults of his mission, and 
great as they are in themselves he might have 
attained them at less cost than an almost 
Qoixotio attempt at healing the fends of two 
perverse nations, separated in sentiment and 
kindly feeling, and held together only by the 
power of the sword. 
It seems useless to go back and discuss Ire­ 
land’s condition over again. 
Her miseries are 
deplorable enough, hut the panacea for her 
ills is in the future, not in the past. 
English­ 
man and Irishman, Protestant and Catholic, 
most look to the coming time for prosi)erity, 
happiness and peace. The past cannot be 
touched without lifting a thousand ghosts 
out of the quaking earth, and by clothing them 
anew with flesh and blood, making them dance 
once more to the spirit of hate and of revenge. 
It matters little whether Pope Adrian’s hull 
was a thumping English lie or not, so long as 
it is left to sleep in the oblivion which it 
merits. It matters little whether the sixty 
Irish kings murdered their subjects and each 
other as a daily divertisement in the ruder 
era of Irish history, so long as the kings and 
their crimes are forgotten. 
It matters little 
whether the massacre of 1641 was Protestant 
or Catholic, so long as people are willing to 
let the dead past bury its dead. 
What mat- 
ter the Williamite wars and the Boyne Water 
and “Croppies lie down,” when only the 
futnre is to be considered? 
The United 
Irishmen of ’98 are as dead as Charlemagne, 
or Julius Csesar, or Alexander the Great, or 
Xerxes, or Sesostris. 
But the Fenian pris­ 
oners now in British prisons are living mon­ 
uments of perpetuated tyranny and misgovem- 
at. 
They are fit subjects for discussion 
along with such themes as home rule 
in 
Ireland, 
the 
land 
question, 
the 
rights 
of 
the 
tenantry, 
unjust 
dis­ 
criminations against Irish indnstry and com­ 
merce, and the thousand and one questions 
which make up the present relations of the 
two countries. 
Beside these history is a bug­ 
bear which ought to frighten nobody; and 
when we see Fronde and Burke pommeling 
each other upon knotty points of Irish annals, 
we confess it reminds us of the gendarmes in 
“Geneviéve de Brabant,” who sing mellifluous 
nonsense at each other and get excited at 
nothing. 
This discussion, begun so gravely 
and with so mncb promise, hut now happily 
ended, was too mnoh like opéra houffe. 
The 
Ireland of which they talked to os had little 
more of human interest than the kingdom of 
Krokodyne. 
Their heroes and their monsters 
were mere puppets for the mimic stage. Their 
facts were such as might as weU interest the 
Prinoesse 
de Trébizonde 
or La Grande 
Duchesse as the American people. 
Neither of 
them told us how Ireland was to be pacified, 
and that was the qnestion npon which we 
were to sit in judgment 
The plaintiff most 
take a nonsuit and the defendant be allowed 
to sne for his rights at the bar of the civilized 
world.

Two weeks atro the French Republic oet apart a 
day lor public prayer to the God of the Un^erae 
that He would bless the National Assemblr and 
Kulde It to wise results. The government, with 
soldiere, the people, priests and laity, went In sol­ 
emn array and bowed themselves before the Lord, 
and asked Him to look upon the nation in mercy. 
That is certainly a testimony of grand slguificanc* 
that the French people are not atheistic. 
The Evangelist (Presbyterian) reviews tha 
causes for which we should be thankful as a 
nation, and adds: — 
Nor should we overlook in snch a review the 
peaceful and happy issue of one of the most excit­ 
ing Presidential elections in our history. 
The 
political tempest has passed by. Tbe elements of 
party strlle have been calmed and reatralned. We 
feel tliat we come forth as a nation stronger Irom 
the crisis. The popular verdict has ratiUed consti­ 
tutional provialons essenUal to aattonal harmony. 
We are lelt free to pursue a course of luterual en­ 
terprise aud national development rich in promise. 
The Evangelist is rejoiced hecanae it be- 
lieves we are to have civil reform in earnest 
under General Grant. 
Referring to hia r»- 
election, the Evangelist remarkH: — 
No sooner was he re-elected than the tribe of 
ottloe-seekers thought their hour bad come. The' 
vultures smelt the richness from afSr and pre­ 
pared to settle down upon their prey.

If the escape of great criminals through the 
meshes of the'law were highly exceptional It 
might be set down to the necessary Imperfection 
of human affairs and to the law’s wise leaalng to 
mercy’s side.

Prognostics or the W inter. 
True to the prognostics of the buffitio, whose 
migration we recently noticed, Winter has 
made its boisterous debut We can now no 
longer speak of 
The pale, descending year, yet pleasing still, 
and must resign ourselves to his “stem, icy 
breath, intensely keen.” 
Old and hoary- 
headed as he is, his arrival is always a subject 
o f interest and speculation is ever rife as to 
the probable severity and length of his visita­ 
tion. 
In the grand climatic cycles of the 
world’s history the variations of these condi­ 
tions have played no unimportant part in 
determining the destiny of men and nations. 
In 1658 the great frost king, by bridging the 
Baltic Sea with solid ice, enabled Charles X., 
with his whole army, to make a safe and deci­ 
sive march across it for his invasion of Den­ 
mark. 
In December, 1795, by sealing up the 
aeas which wash the shores of Holland a base 
of operationd and an encampment on the ice 
,was furnished the French army, and thereby 
the fate of the nation sealed. It has also often 
been well remarked that the Russian Winter 
of 1812 was the first death-blow to Napoleon’s 
fortunes. 
Without wishing to divine the Winter now 
impending, it may be instructive to note that 
the computations of the greatest living scien­ 
tists give us some general idea of its probable 
character. 
The severest and most intense 
frost seasons have long since been demon- 
Btrated to recur in supra-annual cycles of 
Bleven years. 
Responsive to the mysterious 
Tortical spots which freckle the face of the 
pun and have been compared to terrestrial 
cyclones, the temperature of our planet is ex­ 
posed to th§ passage of a vast cosmical heat­ 
wave, followed closely by a cold wave, coin­ 
cident, respectively, with the increase and 
decrease of the sun-spot cycle. 
Depending 
upon the results of the most carefully ob- 
perved eleven year periods the conclusion now 
reached by physicists is that we passed through 
the centre of a cold wave of minininm tem­ 
perature last Winter and are now just emerg­ 
ing from it. 
The inference would in this case 
be that we may anticipate a severe, early Win­ 
ter, but one of moderate duration and declin­ 
ing rigor. 
It should be added, however, that 
there has been noticed one variation from 
the rule, 
which was 
very marked, 
and 
occurred 
in 
1835-’3G, 
which 
occu­ 
pied 
a relation to the cold wave precisely 
pimilar to that occupied by 1872-73 to the 
cosmical phenomenon of last year. 
In the 
Winter of 1835-36 the Hudson River was 
closed to navigation one hundred and twenty- 
five days—the longest ice-blockade which oc­ 
curred in a period of fifty years. 
If the law 
of climatic cycles now announced by meteor­ 
ologists holds good we shall have another 
severe and protracted Winter about 1879, but, 
by parity of reasoning, it is possible and 
probable, we may expect in the latter part of 
the Winter great precipitation of snow and un­ 
usually severe storms. 
At any rate every 
endeavor should be made to supply the poorer 
classes of the country with abundance of oc­ 
cupation, that they may have it in their 
power to avert the calamities of the season. 
While with reason hoping for the best, let 
every one prepare for the worst

St. J ohn, N. B„ N ov. 30, 1872. 
A terrible storm began here last evening, 


and prevailed violently during the greater 
part of this morning and toward the close of 
tho day. 
Yesterday morning a heavy snow 
storm set 
in, 
which lasted 
until seven 
o’clock, when rain in great quantities fell. 
It 
prevailed during the night, accompanied with 
high winds. 
At midnight rain come down in 
torrents, and a great gale wad blowing. 
Soon 
the wind veered round to tho west, the air 
grew colder and snow again fell, and at day­ 
light tho storm culminated 
in a furious 
hurricane of blinding snow. 


THE SHIPPINO BUFFERED SEVEBEI.T. 
There were over one hundred vessels in the 
harbor and they all experienced rough usage. 


The schooner Reward, of Windsor, Nova Sco­ 
tia, was totally wrecked on tho Foul Ground 


at daylight, two out of her seven men only be­ 
ing saved; five perished before the eyes of the 
people. 
The Reward was bound to New York 
from Hillsboro, with a cargo of plaster. 
She 
was overtaken by the storm while in the bay, 
when she made for S t John. 
At Red Head 
she came to anchor, and at seven o’clock this 
morning she had drifted down to Foul Ground, 
off Ballast wharf, in a disabled condition. 
A WATEBT GRAVE FOB FIVB MEN. 
The crew clung to the rigging, and the gale 
was at its height 
The lifeboat was incom­ 
plete in her fittings, and was partially manned 
by volnntedrs. The sitnation was fearful. Im­ 
mense surges rolled up the harbor with terri­ 
ble fury. 
Spars, foremast and rigging were 
carried away, and the men clung to the float­ 
ing spars and pieces of timber. 
Five men 
sunk to rise no more; two were saved. Tho 
vessel is a total wreck. 


SCHOONER ADDIE RYEBSON A.SHOBE. 
The schooner Addie Ryerson, 178 tons, of 
Lubec, Me., from Windsor, laden with plas­ 
ter, for Philadelphia, went ashore at Red 
Head at eight this morning. The crew, though 
saved, endured great hardships. 
She lost her 
rudder and parted both chains and anchors. 


THE to psa il SCHOONEB ENTERPRISE 
is in a bad condition, lying off Rocky Shore, 
near the Almshouse. 
Five men were taken 
from her in a lifeboat. 


THE SCHOONEB PIONEER,

ceded by every unprejudiced person. There Is no 
lack of precedents. 
For instance 
In the early English practice It was the usage to 
order all cases of Im portance to be tried at bar be­ 
fore tho whole Conrt. A s;ieclal Jury was un Inva­ 
riable incident of such trial at bar. 'MTien impor­ 
tan t cases became too num erous to be tried at 
b ar 
it 
was 
doubted 
w hether 
a 
special 
jury could bo ordered at the single-Judge Court 
commonly called fditi prlu.t, or the assizes. 
.Stat­ 
utes were therefore passeu to remove this doubt 
and to place the special jury system on a perm a­ 
nent buslg. With slight variations of no m om ent 
except 111 reference to expenses, it rem ains upou 
th at looting in England until the present day. On 
consenting to doi'ruy the ex tra expense either 
party can have a special jury as a m atter of strict 
right. The New York statutes, Irom tho earliest 
period, contained full and precise directions for 
special juries. They may be found in the last re­ 
vision, 3 R. H„ 716, fifth edition. 
Tho only substantial difference between the New 
York and Kugllsli statutory system s Is that in 
our Courts a party cannot insist npon a special 
jury; he m ust pray for it, and tho Court may grant 
or refuse iL according to Its view of the circum ­ 
stances. Tho State law lu this respect governs in 
the United Slates Courts. 
The special Jury Is formed In the following m an­ 
n er:—An officer of the Court selects forty-eight 
persons whom ho deems ‘‘most indifferent between 
the parties and best qnalllied to try tho case.” 
The parties alternately strike out one until each 
has stricken out twelve, nnd tho jurors to try the 
case are draw n by ballot from the remaining 
twenty-four. 
The advantages are apparent. Fitness and ca­ 
pacity arc attained in respect to the whole forty- 
eight. The presence of any biased or prejudiced 
person upon the jury is almost certainly prevented 
By tho absolute right of each party to reject pei-- 
em ptorily one-fourth of the whole panel. 
All the 
defects of common juries wlitch any linnian care 
or prevision could correct have been obviated by 
this system. It was established in the very Infancy 
of jurisprudence, and has been approved in every 
age down to the present. Special juries are not 
oiten asked for In this country; but they are well 
known to the profession. 
Many trials nave been had In onr City Hall before 
spei'lal juries. 
The note«l H'.aten Island case of 
Windle, Executor, vs. HL AndreV’s Church, in­ 
volving pecuniarily only $26« and interest, was 
tried nine tim es Ineffectually before common juries; 
but a tenth trial, hy a speelai jury, bciorc Chief 
Justice Riigglcs, term inated the vexation.

The Worro CasWe, six days from Havatna, arrived 
‘Ibere yrsterday. Sáhc had on board fonr of the sur- 
'rlTors of the Missouri disa-ster. A representative 
of the H er a l d boarded her a t Quarantine, and w as 
' enabled to hear from the lips of the four men them ­ 
selves the story of their terrible sufferings. 
The unlortnnate men seemed glad to see the 
Herald rcprcsontatlvc and shook hands with him 
•««rUittlly. 
They were small men. To look at them no one 
would have 
thought they w ere able to pass 
through such trials. 
One, 
Charles 
Sinclair, 
whose statem ent Is given below, looks to be 
» very young m an ; the others are men between 
thirty and lorty years of age. They all looked 
hearty, pleasan t; the purser’s kind treatm ent has 
made them almost forget the terrors of the dis­ 
aster. They are plain, straightforw ard men, and. 
Instead oT exaggerating, they passed over some 
01 the most fearful scenes of the shipwreck. Of 
their own privations they spoke in the most unas­ 
suming, matter-of-fact wuy, and the purser, who 
w as present while tliey told the stories of their 
sufferings, had to remind them of several interest­ 
ing statem ents they had given him. 
A ilARROWINU tale. 
They told a terrible, a harrowing tale. There the 
four men were seated before a blazing Are, sipping 
a delicious Scotch whiskey punch, and but a short 
while ago they had been out on the ocean, alone in 
asmall, frail boat, without food, without water, with­ 
out clothing almost, and no help near except that 
of the Almighty Himself. The boat in which they 
were had drifted away from the burning ship. 
W hat a day it was! 
The sun was setting and the 
whole sky seemed one molten sea of lire. Flakes 
of black foam passed over their heads. They could 
not see the fated ship. The sea ran high. They 
looked lor a long while, and still could not see the 
Bhip’B sails. 
It was cold, and they trem bled in all 
their limbs. In the hurry In wlilcli they had left the 
Missouri they had taken along nothing but their 
pantaloons and undershirts. 
Their heads were 
bare, and their iiarc feet stood in the w ater which 
had flooded the boat. 
They had no coats, and the 
bitter gusts of the wind seemed to go throngh tbclr 
V ery hearts. 
TUK BCRNINO SHIP. 
At last they saw the ship—all one mass of flame. 
A trem endous billow had hurled it into the air, 
and the four men could see her as she was plunged 
forward. 
In the n ext moment they had lost sight 
of her. A flash of lightning, qulck and terrible, 
blinded them ; then came the hollow rumbling of 
the thunder. The boat—it contained five others 
besides 
the 
lour 
who survived 
the 
disas­ 
ter—felt the 
shock, as it seemed as If the 
storm would rend it. It soon became night, and 
the total darkness was only broken by the lurid 
glare of the lightnimr. The men hmldlcd. 
•• I’ll tell you," one said, who a lieraard s jumped 
overboard, •• this Is our last day." 


They saw her again by the gleam of the lightning. 
Her masts were waving; she was at the top of an 
Immense wave; on a sudden she went down Into 
the uollow of the sea. There was a Hash; again she 
was visible, her m asts tottering, the black masses 
of w ater partly shrouding her in darkness. 
‘•¡She is lust.’’ one of the men in the boat said; 
••she is lost.” 
8he was lost. Nothing was seen of her again. A 
thick black vapor seenicil to be where the ship had 
been just a minute Iwlore. 
All was black, the 
men could see nothing as far as their eyes could 
reach. 8ky, sea, air. all, all looked black—and the 
men standing at one end ol the boat could 
scarcely distinguish others at the other. 
IlIK STORM. 
This total darkness had eomo very suddenly, 
borne of the men sat down In despair, and said it 
would Ite better to die at once thun to pass this 
dreadful night in this small boat, hungry, thirsty 
and 
half naked. 
The 
rain 
poured down in 
the middle of the night, drenching them thoroughly. 
W hat would any one of them not have given lor one 
blanket to wrap himself inr They could not sleep. 
The wind howled, and some of the men became 
alm ost wild with despair. The sea was lashed Into 
a still 
greater liiry. 
HIg black waves—every­ 
thing looked black—came lolUug up. As tbev came 
near they were higher and higher, ami itnaliy they 
would sweep with a tremendous torce over the 
boat, passing almost over the hcad.sol the men. 
W hat a mournful sound It w as-ih ls howling, 
whistling w ind! It kept them awake all night. 
A TERRIBLE NIOJIT. 
They watched for a sail, counting every m inute 
winch brought them nearer to daybreak. Now 
they shivered and shook as the storm tossed the 
boat, and whirled it round like a reed before the 
Itreeze, and the small craft yielded to the tempest. 
At last It dawned. The driving black clouds still 
filled the sky and the wind still howled and 
moaned. Nothing to oat. not a drop of w ater to 
«Iriuk, no sab in sight, no help near. It was no 
wonder that the men began to despair. Another 
night was 
passed 
mote 
terrible 
than 
the 
one 
belore. 
The 
limbs 
and 
arm s 
of 
the 
men, from the 
constant 
washing 
of 
the 
waves, became covered with sores which were ex­ 
tremely palulul. The cold was biting, but they did 
not feel that so much as thev did hunger, une of 
the men said It would be better lor them all to per­ 
ish ID the boat that night; lie would rather die that 
night, he said, than to perish of hunger. It was a 
long night—It seemed to last years. 
TUB FIRST dea th. 
When daybreak came there was no change. The 
weather was not so stormy, but still very bad. still 
no lood—still no water to drink. The agony that 
they had underguue, the palu Irom hunger and 
th irst and cold had been too much lor some of the 
men in the boat. Alrcadv on the day previous they 
bad talked in a wild Incoherent strain; the stormv, 
cold night had made them worse, and now one of 
them, It was lound, had completely losi his senses. 
He was harmless, but paced the boat constantly, 
uttering 
In 
a 
mournful 
voice 
the 
single 
cry “Bread.” The sight of the poor crazed wretch 
liorriflud the lour m en; the others were sitting a t 
one end ol the boat staring wildly into the dark 
r hanging hollows of the sea. The man, who had 
lost his senses Iroin the terrible sufferings he had 
undergone, asked tor his wife, and Tie wlldlv 
fancied that he saw ncr In the water. He plunged 
into the sea, but was rescuoil by ou« ol the lour 
.ttien. Again he jumped Into the water, and again 
he was saved. 
IN TBE ShABE’S JAWS. 
It was of DO use. The night was stormy, and all 
of a sudden the men heard the water splash and 
ih c Buuitd of a familiar voice. He had again sought 
ids death, ami this tune he had uccompllsbcd bis 
purpose. Next morning, as the sun rose over the 
wild, tossing waves, tiiey saw his corpse, and—

They t alked wl----- 
about tbelr wives and children, about, dinaera t...^ 
w ere going to have, about the w'me they were 
going to dtlnk. The hunger and th^ rat drove them 
to sell-deatxuctlon.

HSROISM OP THE FOUR HEN. 
And Btlll they did n o t give up hope. They sat all 
day, all night. In the bbat watching lor a sail. Not 
a word was spoken; their lips were alm ost par-

MR. CHARLES BINCLAIB, 
Oiler of the Missouri, gave the tollowing state­ 
m en t:—On tne morning of the Are I got np at halt- 
past eight. 
1 w as going Into the messroom for 
breakfast when 1 heard the alarm of lire. I ran 
oni on deck and met one of the firemen who was 
on watch. He told me the whole top of the boilers 
was on flre. I looked 
down 
to 
the 
engine 
and saw the flames burst 
out through the 
bulkheads. 1 
ran up to 
the hurricane deck 
and brought down a hose; thou I heard the cap­ 
tain tell the cblcl engineer that the fire was gain­ 
ing too much headway, and there was no use 
playing the w ater any longer. 
Then he gave or­ 
ders to the men to go up to the hurricane deck 
and to lower the boats. 
As I was going up 
the 
chief 
cook 
called 
mo 
and 
showed 
me where the naiues were breaking out through 
the bulkhead and hatchways. I ran up to the hur­ 
ricane deck and holpeu .to launch a boat which 
was lying bottom up. 
Then I tried to launch a 
boat 
from 
the starboard side, but 1 found 
that

and 
th at 
I had 
ts 
got 
Into 
the 
first 
boat. 
This boat was full of people, and 1 lell three 
times into the w ater between the ship and the 
boat before I could get Into it. After 1 bud got In 
I saw many men jump Into the w ater irom the 
ship, while a good many were washed overboard 
Irom the boat. 
F.VBRY O.VB FOR HIMSELF. 
Soon afterw ards I got into the bout, which was 
Itill of w ater and now contained nine persons. 
We 
drilted from the ship before a very hoavy gale. 
In 
a few minutes we saw a boat with about twelve 
persons in it. We ,>houtod to them for a long while 
and flnally they gave ns a bucket to bale tue boat 
out, and we asked them when they came alongside 
If 
they 
could 
not 
take 
us 
into 
their 
boat. They said no, they had enough In, while we 
could see th at the boat could have accommodated 
at least twcnty-flvc persons. We even asked them 
if they would not take us In tow or stand by us 
until we got our boat iree, bocaiise it was full of 
water. They told us no, and advised us to jump 
overboard and hold on to the boat while one of us 
could bale the w ater out. 
They gave us the 
bucket and 
left ns 
in a sinking condition. 
DRIFTINO AWAY. 
We drifted away and met with a boat bottom up, 
with two men on it. We determined to g el on that 
boat so us to get the w ater out of our boat. They 
all went on the other hoat. Only 1 and another 
man remained, and we two tried to get the w ater 
o u t We tried hard, but It was of no use. 
When 
the men came back iTom the boat whicli was bot­ 
tom up one of our men and one of the two men 
who had remained on her stayed, so that wo had still 
nine men. We took this boat In tow, and de­ 
term ined ts approach the ship, as we could see her 
burning. After pulling for a while tliQ line gave 
way, and we lost the boat on which the two men 
were. We could see the ship go down soon attei 
dark, and we took In our oars, as we coulu 
make no 
headway, oar 
boat being 
full of 
water, 
A 
very 
heavy 
sea 
ran 
all 
night, 
and the w ater washed over the boat, so that we 
were thoroughly drcuclied. It was a horrible sight 
to see the ship, a mass of flame, leap high Into 
the air, as if It were being thrown np to heaven, 
and then to see It go down and disappear suddenly, 
A SAIL IN SIOIIT. 
The next morning we took again to our oars. 
We did nut know where we were. We kept pulling 
all day, and when night came we ceased rowing 
ann lay In the trough of the sea. We had nothing 
to cat or drink. This night the sea ran also very 
high and washed right over ns. On the third day, 
about four 
o’clock In the afternoon, we saw 
a fishing sloop, which we thought was about 
a mile or a mile and a 
hull 
distant. We 
ceased rowing and hoisted up onr coats and 
made all the signals we could, but they paid no 
attention to us, and flnally sailed out of sight. 
Soon after this four of our men died. The first 
man was the norter of the ship, Michael Shear. He 
got crazy and jumped overboard two or three' 
times. 
We saved him a dozen times, and flnally 
he perished, a raving maniac. The hunger and the 
thirst had made him crazy. 
VICTIMS TO HUNUF.R AND THIRST. 
The second man was the ship's barber, William 
Steer. 
He jnmited overboard withont saying a 
word, and that was the last we saw of him. It 
was very dark that night and we could not see 
anyihing: it was impossible to save him. He had 
suffered so much that he had become crazy. The 
third man was 
the 
flreniun, John 
McKoran. 
he 
also 
illed 
In 
the 
boat. 


The fourth man, Marks Antony, the oiler, also 


could 
not 
stand it any longer.

talk wildly and 
faucted 
he 
was on 
shore. 
He said ne was going home to get something to 
eat. and walked right overboard, and tb a fs Ihe 
last we saw of him. On the fourth movnlug the 
sea wont down and the fifth man (Tom l-)agau) 
died. He died from cxhau.stlon, hunger an d ih irst. 
He was out of his senses and fanele.l that he was 
going to his lather’s house to get dinner when he 
Jumped overboard. 
CHEERFUL COMI’ANV. 
The fifth day the sea calmed down, and we baled 
the boat out with two hats; one of the maniacs 
had thrown the bucket overboard. Then we had 
three life preservers on hOtird, and took the canvas 
off and made a square .sail of it. We rigged it up 
and nailed with It before the wind. 
We sailed 
along for three days. 
The boat was level with the 
w ater and was surrounded by sharks. They put 
their heads Into the boat night and day. 
I saw the 
corpse of Sam Kagan swallowed by an Immense 
shark. The sharks followeu the boat incessantly. 
We were almost naked. We had only under­ 
shirts, drawers and pants, but we had no shoes, no 
coats, no bats. There wore only two hats in the 
crowd. We spent the nights miserably, watching 
all the time to see If we could not get a glimpse oi 
a sail. On the eighth day we flnallv saw laud. Wo 
reached the shore at five o'clock In the evening. 
We felt very glad when we got on the beach. 
WE STAdOERED LIRE DRUNKEN MEN 
and we fell on the sand. We saw a num ber of 
honses a little way of. 
We approached them, 
thinking we would find people living there. When 
we got to the houses wo found they were all de­ 
soí ted. Nobody was living there; all the houses 
were locked. Finally we lound a well. We stooped 
nown and drank, and drank all night. We still 
felt hungry, and slept under a shed that night. 
ON SHORE, 
The next mornlng we looked around to see what 
sort of a place this Island was. 
We did not find a 
living soul, and all the houses were closed. 
I and 
Charles Conway came to the conclusion that we 
would burst these houses open. In the first house 
we lound a chair, two or three broken dlslies, a

When we saw that we 
could not lauiicli the boat we put all sorts of sig­ 
nals up in the trees-sh irts, pants, everything we 
Lad—in the hope that somebody would see them. 
HEADY TO DIE. 
In the afternoon we found among I'le rocks «orne 
small shellllsh. which we Imtled. 
TIds was the 
first thing we liad eaten for nine days. There was 
MO little of ttiem that we iclt as liungry us before. 
After we bad eaten them up we lound a inie of 
timber. We set flre to It to attract attention, and 
then wo w ent to our boat, and we succeeded In 
launching her. 
We found it impossible to reach 
the iiialniund, It had become so dark. We returned 
and slept in one of the deserted honses that night. 
The next m orning we found low water,and the bout 
was twenty feet from the surf high and dry on the 
beacl). We were so weak th at we could not move 
her. We saw sails across the main land. We i»ut np 
our shirts and pants and oars, hot nobodv paid 
attention to us. Then we laid down on the sand 
near where the boat was, ready to die. We had 
given up all hope, and felt so sick and faint that 
we thought we should die on the beach. 
KESCI'ID AT LA.ST. 
On a sudden I heard a noise: I looked up and saw 
a sloop coming toward the shore. 
Wo ail got up, 
and the captain of the sloop, WiUiam Currv, took 
us on hoaid He told us that the place was called

Sometimes we would try to pull—the w ater up to 
onr waists when we were in the seats—sometimes

John 
Feeney, assistant engineer, 
sa4d:—The 
Mlssom i left New York on the isth of October, He 
hud considerable dllllculty with the boilers up to 
the ¿uth, anil the engines could work but very 
slowly. From the ‘JOtu to the 2lst everything worked 
well; there seemed to be nothing the m atter with 
the engines or boilers. On the Jlst I was on watch. 
At two o’clock in the morning—It was Tuesday—I 
had occasion to go on top of the boilers to llx the 


o'clock that morning everything worked well. The 
second assistant engineer theureiieved me. The 
ship was 
rolling prctiy heavy at the time, 
and there was a heavy sea running. 1 stayed with 
him up till half-past flvo that morning. I then 
w ent to sleep, and a t about twenty m inutes past

I ran down to the engine room and looked at the 
glass gauges. They seemed to be all right. 1 then 
opened the door which wils over the boilers and saw 


played the hose until the flames drove us away. 
Captain Green came along and asked us If there 
would bo any use In playing the water. We said, 
“It will be or no use. Captain.” He ordered us to 
atop the engines, and we did so. Then he ordered 
the boats to be lowered, anu there was a great 
rush for them. 1 went straight to the promenade 
deck and found the capUlu, the first and second 
mate and a good many others engaged In launch­ 
ing the boats. 1 rendered them assistance. When 
the boat was clear of the rail about thirty men 
Jnraped Into her.

THE BOAT WAS FILLED WITH WATER. 
All let go and jumped into the water. When the 
hoat came up irom under the water there were but 
nine men left out of the th irty ; the others had 
been crushed between the boat and the ship, and 
perished in the waves. We drilted clear of the 
vessel, feeling more dead than alive. At this time 
the vessel was in flames. I saw the Captain, Pur­ 
ser Hempsted. Mr. Brown, the first mate, and Mr. 
Farrell, the second m ate, standing forward on the 
vessel-the only part of the ship that was not in 
flames. Only two boats were on the ship’s dcck« 
and one of these was on flre. The sea was terribly 
lilgh and we drifted away. When we were hurled 
to the top of some high wave we saw the vessel, 
but we had lost sight ol the men. We suffered 
fiightfully. the waves washing right over onr 
heads. We came up to a boat containing twelve 
men. This proved to be 
OAfTAIN CULMER’8 CREW. 
I begged them to take us on board. 
“For God's 
sake, men," I said, “take ns on board; we are 
dying.” 
Mr. Tunned, of Nassau, who was In 
charge of the other boat, said he would take no­ 
bod r on board; he had enough men already. He 
had twelve men and had room enough lor iwenty- 
flvo. 
Captain 
Culmer 
gave 
us 
a 
bucket 
and did 
not 
have 
any 
objections

us on board, but Mr. Tunnel! and Mr, Jones, a 
sailor, objected. 
I said, “ Well, If we are saved, 
you will hear from us.” Men were swimming 
round the boat for their lives, but they did not ex ­ 
tend to one of them a helping hand. They then 
steered for laud and 
LEFr us TO OUR FATE. 
We then came alongside a boat In which were two 
moil. They were clinging to her keel. We swam 
to that boat, but had to go back to our own, which 
was m il of water. 
We suffered terribly for three 
days, a heavy sea running and breaking over us 
nearly all the time. On the evening of the third 
day we saw a flshing smack. After some hard Dull­ 
ing we came,as we imagined, within a mile of 
her.

WATER. 
Onr suffering from hunger and thirst was some- 
rhlng indescribable. We had two or three showers 
and caught some of the water, which refreshed ns 
greatly. In the handkerchleft. We prayed for 
some more showers, for we knew that we could 
manage to live if we only had some w ater to drink. 
We were lying in the boat unable to do anything.

belore the wind. We could often see the fins of 
the sharks over the gunwale of the boat. On the 
eighth day a flying flsh, about four Inches long, 
flew Into the boat.

Belore that onr lips were parched and our tongues 
were fairly sticking to the roofs of our mouths, so 
that we had to keep w etting them with salt water. 
During the first three days the suffering from 
hunger 
was 
far 
more 
Intense 
than 
from 
thirst, but alter the third day 1 felt very little hun­ 
ger. We kept all the time looking out tor sails, 
and whenever we saw a high wave coming we 
feared that this hour would be our last one. 
After we had landed on the Island we w ent to 
launch the boat and to cross over to the mainland, 
but on the way 1 fell down at least tw enty 
times — I

more dead than alive, and wc were not able to 
launch the bout. A small sloop, the Nymboia, 
flnally rescued us and brought us to Green Turtle's 
l/’ay.

In the HnnALO of Sunday last a letter appeared 
signed “Laymau.” Certain polnU In it that 1 feel 
drawn to make a few rem arks regarding oblige 
me to request that von will kindly allow me their 
insertion U your Impartial JournaL 
In the first place I have to aay that the letter In 
qnestlon was evidently the producUon of one of 
Low Chureh views, and for thU reason I could only 
expect it to oe written, as It was, in an antl- 
CathoUc style. I look upon it as a protest against the 
proposed erection in this city of a cathedral by 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. It pat forward 
a variety ofobJecUons to the project, which I may 
olasaliy generaUy as fo llo w sF irst—That several 
uptown ohorchea were In debt and bad their pews 
nearly empty. 
Second-That the Bishops of 
Manchester and Peterborongh are said recently to 
have expressed aome donbts as to the expediency 
of the English cathedral system. Third—That 
It was an effbte InaUtutlon of the Middle Ages; 
'besides, there can be no hope of approaching In 
arohltectnral splendour the ancient structures of 
Europe; and last—that a cathedral la out of 
place la this country except In the Catholic Church, 
or as “Layman” felt pleased to term it, the 
“RomUh.” Although I have produced these objec­ 
tions I do not desire to dlrecUy comment on them. 
1 therefore leave them to be, as they no doubt 
WlU, accepted by some and rejected by others. 
In my notice of this m atter 1 do not wish to give 
any one offence. 1 merely desire to expose views 
that are shared In by millions, and that. If they 
were not misunderstood, or rather miarepresented, 
there are millions more would hold them, it may 
appear rather strange to some minds that a Catho­ 
lic, one who beUeves la the infalllbiuty of the Pope 
as Head of the Church and Christ’s vicar on earth, 
can rejsioe to learn that the Protestant Episcopal 
community Intend to erect a cathedral in the city 
of New York. Yet such 1s the fact. The educated 
and reflecting OathoUc cannot but see in this proj­ 
ect, although it be under false colors, at once a 
m anlfesutlon and recognition of one of the 
grandest InsUtntions of Christ In His Church— 
namely, the dignity and authority of the episcopal 
order.

others. It figures to the mind Thomas a Becket 
yielding up his Ufe as a m artyr on tbe altar-step In 
bis cathedral church of Canterbury. It represents 
England as she was, and Prauco and Spain as they 
are still, and It gives us hope for the ftiiure. What 
has bsen left to England in her cathedrals, de­ 
serted and without tbelr altars, shows us that they 
are in name and In bare walls still existing, and, 
as It were, silently testifying to that truth they 
have lost but not forgotteu, and thus enoonraglng, 
by their telUng of long past ages, some of 
England’s most gllted sons to leave her universities 
and go search lor the truth In that greatest of 
cathedrals, within the Eternal City, whose soil Is 
purpled with the Apostles’ blood. This cheers the 
children of Holy Church in England, and causes 
them to hope the day may dawn when the now 
silent aisles of her ancient churches will again 
have heard within them the same Latin chants as 
Of old.

Reasons fbr Becom ing a C atholic. 
To r a s E ditor o f t ub H b b íil d :— 
When a boy about seventeen years old I beheld a 
CgthoUc Prayer Book for the first time in my life, 
and upon seeing the words “Blessed Virgin” In It 
they reminded me very forcibly of the forty-elghtn 
verso of the first chapter of St. Luke, where, in tbe 
Douay version, It Is rendered thus:—“For He hath 
regarded the humility of His handmaid; for, be­ 
hold, from henceiorth all generations shall call me 
blessed.” This language of the mother of Christ 
preyed upon my mind for many long years on ac­ 
count of tho Catholic Church.'and it only haviug 
verified its utterance for nearly nineteen hundred 
years, from age to age, without ceasing. Yes, 
her remarks haunted me at all times and In all 
places; and when I relapsed more and more Into 
Infidelity they never departed from me, but were 
always a constant monitor, until at last, by the 
grace of God, they became Instrumental in leading 
me into His Chnrcb. fet I did not unite with this 
Church nntil I had examined the claims of all the 
sects, schisms and denominations of the lopped-off, 
withered branches from the ever-bluomlng tree of 
Catholicity. 
Now, let me ask the clergy and laity of these 
branches whether they think that by any of the con- 
coctlve powers of the minds of fallible men such a 
coherence could have been produced as tho UteraK 
fulfilment of this prediction of the “Blessed Vir­ 
gin,” which not only proves the Inspiration of tho 
Scriptures, but also that the Catholic Church is 
n ota human bat a divine institntion, and how 
palpably and grossly Inconsistent these sects and 
denominations are in their nnsparlng coudemna- 
tlon of the Church for proving these two import­ 
ant things, namely.

Their culpability in the sight 
of God would not be so great if they did not add In- 
snlt to injnry by either saying that there was no 
such Church In existence, or by saying the CathoUc 
Chnroh was orlgtnally the true one, bnt that It be­ 
came oorrnpt and that God Almighty raised up, to 
pnrliy bis own Chnroh, such men as Aries, Lather, 
Calvln,^enry VUI., Knox, Fox, Wesley sod Brig­ 
ham Yonng.

The second National Sunday School Convention 
assembled at Oinolnnatt on the 33d nit. and re­ 
mained in session three days. Twenty States 
were represented by osfi delegates. The Commit­ 
tee of Arrangements went vigorously tON work 
and the plans for the meeting were well matured. 
The accommodations for tbe attendants were ex­ 
cellent. A large number of the foremost Sunday 
school workers from all sections of the country, 
North, Bast, Sonth and West, many of whom rank 
high as pulpit orators and ^theologians, took part 
in the exercises. The range of topics was as wide 
as olrcnmstancea would permit, bnt the central 
idea of tbe whole meeting was the Importance of 
Biblical teaching and how to Improve It. One 
of the most ImporUnt qneatlons ol the day la the 
practical management of the relations of children 
to tbe Church. With all the Improvements that have 
been made In the Sabbath school system there Is a 
deep conviction that It Is still defective for tbe 
higher purposes of a religious education. The 
length of the services and the Inevitable character 
of sermons are unsulted for young folks. It la not 
strange, therefore, that children are to bo found 
absent at the regnUr exercises, and the necessity 
of special services has been a subject of sorloua 
consideration with many clergymen. It is not 
easy to preach to cbildrea, and snccess Is more fre­ 
quently owing to perception than to any natural 
ability. Some experim ents have been made, and 
found to excite Interest, and even enthusiasm, 
among children, and gave an excellent opportunity 
to ministers to instruct the young of their fiocks. 
The Convention at Cincinnati was influenced by 
tbe opinion that Sunday schools, though a modern 
agency, have tbe spirit of primitive Ctu-istiunity, 
and are of powerful aid to the Church, and resolved 
to encourage them os lar as possible. 
CLERICAL VIRWS ON TBACBINO THE 8CBIPTÜRB9. 
Rev. J. L. M. Carry, of Virginia, was elected 
President; Rev. Messrs. L. Thane Miller, of Ohio, 
and Clement Leech, of Illinois, Vice Presidents, 
and G. M. Van Derllp, of Now York, and ». H. My- 
rlck. of tue District ol Columbia, Secretaries. Rev. 
Dr. Curry, In his opening address, considered Bible 
study essential to the stability of free institutions. 
Tho germs of good government were Inherent in 
the Scriptnres. 
It teaches its necessities and 
leads to civil liberty. As all governments reflected 
tho character of the people, the Bible must per­ 
vade all our social and political life. Rev. Mr. 
Behrens, of Yonkers, N. V» spoke of the diitv of 
tbe Church In reference to Bible Instruction within 
tbeli own congregations. The power of the Church 
depended, he said, more upon brains than bricks 
or books, but the brains must be alive with the 
power and fire that are from God. Rev. Mr. Kend­ 
rick, of Illinois, referring to the duty of tho Church 
tn giving Bible Instruction In destitute regions, re­ 
marked that such places commended themselves, 
becanse as Christianity canic to sinners it goes to 
the needy; It assails evil at its weakest points and 
seizes the best material of which a Chvlstiau body 
can be organized. Rev. Wsylond llovt, ol llrook- 
lyn, N. Y., treated the topic of Christian culture of 
young church members, which he nelieved could 
not be commenced too soon. While In the church. 
It must be remembered, they arc still children. 
Nnmerons other speakers addressed tlic Couven- 
tlon, among them Miss Hattie Morris, of New York, 
who pointed out the necessity of seeking more help 
from women in the work of enlisting and training 
Sunday school workers. The men, she said, could 
surpass women in one thing—in giving up. A 
woman for Bible work must have brains lu her 
head and Christ In her heart, if they wanted such 
a woman she could find one. 
STATISnCS AND RBHOLFTIONS. 
The statistics Of Sniiday schools of the Baptist tip* 
noiuination in the several States and Terrltorfes 
were not as complete as desirable. There were 
reported 9,069 schools, 84,673 officers and teachers, 
64Z.604 scholars and 10,842 baptisms and conver­ 
sions. It was estimated that full returns would 
snow 12,COO schools, lOO.OOO officers and teachers 
and 1,000,000 scholars. The resolutions adopted ex­ 
pressed gratitude for the great infiuence of the 
First Baptist National Sunday School Convention, 
and for Its large, beneficent fruits; several publica­ 
tions were commended and the lutroductiou of 
certain text books commended. The Convention 
declared that every member of tho Church should 
be a member of the .Sunday school and that every 
member of the Sunday school should attend pub­ 
lic worship, and also that the Sunday school mis­ 
sions should receive the sympathy and support of 
the Church. 
Rev. Mr. Peltz, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, 
favored a resolution, 
upon which 
no action was taken, to establish Institute 
exercises combining lectures, drilU and examina­ 
tions. He advised the lormatlon of a committee to 
examine and recommend treatises for teachers, to 
arrange a scbeme of Instruction and for competi­ 
tive examinations, and put the plans before the 
people. The proceedings of the Convention from 
beginning to end were marked by earnest devotion 
,to tbe cause and to Christianity. 
A COLORED COMPLAINT. 
A complaint was made during tbe Convention by 
several colored delegates that their social treat­ 
ment was not Just or courteous. 
They were 
allowed seats, but refused admission to the enter­ 
tainm ents given the white brethren. The tickets 
they held for board and lodging were torn up when 
presented, and they got the cold shonlder outside 
the Church. Rev. Mr. MeGehee, pastor of a colored 
church In Cincinnati, remarked. “There was no 
room for them In the Inn,” and that this ostracism 
might have worked well once In politics, bnt it 
wonid not work now tn religion. There was the 
same heaven and hell for white ami bla< k men. 
and there should be no distinction In the m atter of 
eating and drinking in Ohio hotels. The Conven­ 
tion, when the m atter was brought to its notice, 
thought the least said about It tbe better lor ail 
gurries nCOOcerned, and the m atter was finally

The cable a Itew days since brought Intelligence 
of the reported Intention of the Pope to establish 
a second eccleslasiloal province in England, with 
Uverpool aa the m etropontan see. 
The increase 
ofCatboUclsm in Great Britain dnring tbe last 
twenty years wonId seem to Justify the erection of 
new (Hocescs, with corresponding dignitaries. Up 
to 1850 the coantry bad been for tbree oentnnes 
Wlthont a hlerareby. The Interests of tbe Chnrch 
were tn the hands of a number of vtcars apostolic, 
exerelstag limned powers, bnt tbe profound 
and varied erndltlon poaacssed by the late 
Cardinal Wiseman and the great cbanges that had 
taken place tn retigioaa i ^ io n among the edn- 
cated clasBee, and even within tbe very centres of 
the preat antversltles, by the preaehlaes and 
writtagB of Dr. Wiseman, was considered a suKa- 
ble oceaMon for the re-esUbllstaneai of tbe dor­ 
mant sees. There are many ttvlng who remember 
the storm of Indignation created In Great Britalo 
by thla event, and the perlect IndMlbreDce with 
which It waa viewed at Rome. The excitement 
waa not confined to any particular claaa. From 
Lord John Russell and the members of tbe Gablnet 
down to tbe pew-openers In the churches estab­ 
lished by law came forth a united denunciation of 
tbe act, aa one infringtng on the dignity of the 
Sovereign, as an aggression on the nation, that 
ahonld be resisted at all hazards. The press Joined 
in the general choras, and scarcely at any time was 
It more violent in Its tone or more savage In assaU- 
Ing the alleged pretensions of the Holy See. 
CARDINAL WISEMAN. 
Cardinal Wiseman, it la well known, was an emi­ 
nent divine, celebrated os a lecturer and 
preacher. He was born In Spain, his father being 
an Englishman and hla mother Irish. He counted 
among his warmest friends, long before being ele­ 
vated to the rank of a prince of the Church, the 
most distinguished British statesmen. He com­ 
pleted his edncatlon in Rome, where he enjoyed 
the fullest confidence of the late Pope Gregory 
XVI., who waa indnoed by him. In 1840, to Increase 
the number of vicars apostolic tn England from 
fonr to eight. Dr. Wiseman was appointed co- 
adjntor to the late Bishop Wslsh, the Vicar Apos­ 
tolic of the Midland district, and at tbe same time 
promoted to the Presidency of Ht. Mary’s college, 
uscott, near Birmingham. While there he took 
the deepest interest In tho theological discnsHions 
nt Oxford, which are associated with the names 
Dr. Newman and Dr. Posey, and from that in- 
stltntlon obtained many reornita. 
In 1847 
Bishop Wiseman visited Rome on m atters In refer­ 
ence Co oathoucifioi ID England and to coosnit aa 


to the Important changes auOscquentlv made In 
1848, on the doat?i of RUffiop Griffittis. Dr. Wlse- 
inan became Vicar Al>oiitolIc of the Ixiiidon dw- 
trict, and Mibsoquentiy was nominated coadjutor 
or Dr. Walsb, oum Jure .¡rqoutuMonts, on the trans­ 
lation of that prelate to lAisdon. Bishop Walsh did 
not long anrvlve, and the ftituro dtrdroal In 1849 
bsoame head of the London district. 
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Which has been more oontroveru^d than any oilier, 
ao that, also, by which bis name will be longest re­ 
membered ; It was the important part he took la 
the restoration of the uid-tlme ecolealastloal gOF- 
ernm ent of the OatnoUc Church in the different 
provinces and sees of Euglaad which had been ex- 
Unct for 800 years. On tbe 6th August, 1850, Dr. 
Wiseman was summoned by the present Pope Pius 
IX. to “the threshold of the Apostles,” who on the 
39th Of September following “the feast of the Arch­ 
angel St. Michael, Prince of the Holy Host” under 
the fisherman’s ring issued hU celebrated Apos­ 
tolic letters. “In tbe plenitude uf onr Apostolic 
power.” said His Holiness, “ wo have resolved, and 
do hereby decree tho restoration In the kingdom 
of England according to the taws ol the Chureh of 
a hierarchy of bishops deriving their titles from 
their own sees, which wo constitute in tbe present 
letter In the various apostolic districts.” At the 
same time the Pope issued a brief elevating Doctor 
Wiseman to the Archbishopric of Westmliister, and 
in a private consistory, held tbe next day, the new 
Archblsbop was raised by the Sovereign Pontiff to 
the dignity of Cardinal, with the title of St. Puden- 
tia. His Eminence was then the seventh RngUusb 
Cardinal since the Reformation, his predecessors 
being CardlnaU Pole, Alien, Uoward, York, Weld 
and Actun. Cardinal Wiseman commenced liLs 
functions by writing from “oat of tbe Flamlnlau 
gate of Rome” a pastoral letter, which was read 
in all the churches and chapels of LonOoo. 
LORD JOUN UirsSRLL. 
Lord John Russell, the head of the government, 
added fUel to the flame. Ho wrote bis celebrated 
letter to the Bishop of Unrbaro. in which he styled 
the services of the Catholic roligion the “mum­ 
meries of superstition,” and promised to luiro- 
duce Into Parliament a bill making It a penal 
offence for the new prelates to asMnme the titles 
conferred on them by the Pope. It may bo woll 
to mention here that this epUtle of Karl Russell 
has long been considered by men of aU parUes as 
tbe groat mlsUke of bis life; but, what is of more 
Importance, it was unqualifiedly stated by Cardinal 
Wiseman and several of the bishops in pastoral 
letters that they had taken pains to ascertain be- 
torehand from Lord John that the action of the 
Pope would give no umbrage and that the eo- 
cleslastics designated for the new sees were 
acceptable to the govorniuent. The Uuarúian— 
a strong Protestantjournal, tiltterly opposeil to the 
ro-establlshment ot tho hierarchy also declared, on 
authority, “that Dr. Wlsemsn called his clergy to­ 
gether and informed them that the whole plan of 
the new hierarchy had been laid before Lord John 
Russell, who stated that there would be no ob­ 
jection to Its being carried out.” Another singular 
fact was that tho Secretary of the Colonies, a Pro­ 
testant, attended a meeting for the friends of tho 
Cardinal, at which bo subscribed £io for the pur­ 
chase of a testimonial to be presented to His 
Eminence. 
Parliament was to meet in February, 1S61, and 
the coudnct of tbe English Catholic prelates, wuu 
remained unmoved amid the tempests pursuing 
their sacred vocations, caused a considerable modi­ 
fication in public seiitliiient. The Queen appeared 
in person before the Lords and Cumiiious and 
alluded to the subject In tho following terms: — 
“The recent assumption of certain eccleslas- 
tlca! titles conferred by a foreign Power 
bas e.xclted strong feelings in the country, 
and large bodies of my subjects have presented 
addresses to me expressing attaclim eut to tho 
throne and praying that such assumption shouhl 
be resisted. 1 have assured them of my rosoliitloii 
to maintulu the right.s of my crowu and liidepend- 
ence of the nation against all encroachments irum 
whatever quarter they may orocceil,” At the same 
time Her Mnjosly declared her Intention to main­ 
tain rellgluus liberty uuimpairod. Lord Jutiii Russell 
iutruduced his famous Ecclesiastical Titles bill, 
which passed, and was ever a dead letter up to the 
time 01 Its repeal, a short while since. It provided 
for punishment by Imprisonment ol parries assum­ 
ing certain titles in respect of places in the United 
Kingdom, and also provisions levelled at property 
left in trust tor Church purposes. The Premier 
suggested that the best course for Cardinal Wise­ 
man to pursue was to renounce tho title of Arch­ 
bishop of Westminster, and, as he had supposed 
was Ills Intention, reaidc at Rome; but If other 
counsels prevailed lie was prepared to take further 
measures. The Ilmen was disgusted, and reiiiai kod 
that the Premier “should have written with less 
warm th; and with all he basto contend he will 
Hud no argument so embarrassing and no rhetoric 
so damaging as his own.” Lord John never denied 
bavltlg approved of tho rc-establisliment ot the 
English hlerarctiy before the issuance of the Rull 
Ol September 2«, IsdO, and having coiumuiiicatcd 
that approval to Dr. Wiseman. 
DE.VTH (»F CARDINAL WMSEMAN. 
After a succosstul administration oi the Church 
for Uiteeii years, duriug which period it made 
wonderful progress, the Cardiual, haviug gained 
additional distinction and universal respect, died 
February l.l, 1865. Things had changed; tlie pas­ 
sions that raged among tho people and press had 
entirely subsl'led. Where there was then dciiun- 
cialiun and coiitiiniely there was now only words 
of sorrow for the e.xtinguisliiiieut of a great light, 
and expressions of udmiratiau lor iho numerous 
virtues that adorned his character. There was 
pride and veneration for his greatne.ss as an Kng- 
Ilshman, and all classes and stations vied tn doing 
honor to his memory. The Churcb, of course, 
mourned sincerely for tbe loss of her gifted son, 
who was Instrumental In bringing England a long 
march forward towards unity with her Head, and 
also in nringlug thuusauds of strayed children 
back to her lold. 
BISHOPS RECENTLY COV.SKCRATEI). 
The consecration of two Catholic bishops in Eng- 
hand a few weeks .since may well form a portion of 
tilts notice. Very Rev. Herbert V’aughun, who 
was lately In the United Stales, haviug brought 
over a company of priests to engage In missionary 
work aiiiuiig the negroes In the South, and Very 
Rev. Dr. Heathers were invested with mitres, the 
former to rule over the Dloccse of Salford and the 
latter as an auxiliary bishop for the Archdiocese 
of W estmlnstei. The ceremonies took place under 
different circumstances from those that attended 
a similar event twenty-one years ago. in 1851 
Cardinal Wiseman consecrated Dr. Turner, of 
Manchester, as Bishop of Salford and Dr. Ervlng- 
ton, of .Saliord, Bishop of Plymouth. At that time 
the Cardinal was making haste to complete the 
consecration of English CathoUc bishops, who had 
been designated to give effect to what waa then so 
much resented. Lord John Russell’s Ecclesiastical 
Titles 1)111 (lately repealed) was then on the point 
of passing, and It was desired to have the conse­ 
cration over before the royal assent was given to 
the new statute, lest It should add to the dtlHcul- 
ties 01 the occasion. The late ceremonies attracted 
mnch attention, and were looked upon with lavor 
and respect. 
OATBOLIO STATISTICS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
The number of Catholics In England and Wales is 
estimated at 4,000,000. Tbe hierarchy is composed 
of the Arohbishop of Westminster (bora In 1808) 
and thirteen eniTragan bishops. In Scotland there 
are three vicariates or districts nnder the jurisdic­ 
tion of bishops taking tbelr titles from sees in par- 
tume injinelium. The Chnrcb In Great Britain has 
twenty bishops (including three retired), about 
3,600 priests, 1,020 chnrobes, 82 religious commoni- 
ties for men and 280 for women. 'I'bere were about 
ninety-five clergymen ordained during the past 
year, Inclndlng several of the order of Jesns, who 
have several establishments in the country. The 
colleges, schools and charitable Institutions are 
more nnmeroua tn proportion to popnlatlon 
than that of any other denomination, with, per­ 
haps, the exception of the Eatabllshed Church.

W ho Are God’s Chosen People?—A Jew lali 
n » b b i’s Tribu te to Horace Greeley. 
The large congregation which gathered yestet» 
day in this beautiful synagogue were moved 
deeply by tho eloquent aud affecting reference 
made by Rev. Dr. Ilncbsch to tbe death of Mr. 
Greeley, as announced In the H er a ld. His theme 
was a response to the Inquiry, “Who are the 
chosen people of God?” and hl.s dLsconrse WM 
baaed on Exodus xlx., 4 -6 -“Ye have seen what 1 
did unto the Egyptians, and how I bare you on 
eagles’ wings and brought you unto myself. Now, 
therefore. If ye will obey my voice. Indeed, and 
keep my covenant, then ve shall be a pecnliat 
treasure unto me above all people; for all tho 
earth Is mine; and ye shall be onto me a kingdom 
of priests and a holy nation.” 
In these verses, said the Doctor, is contained tha 
message of tbe Lord to the children of Israel pre> 
paratory to the most important Incident in thetr 
religious history—namely, the revelation from 
Mount Slnal. The first verse refers the Israelite* 
to past events. “ Yc have seen,” says the Al­ 
mighty, “ what I did unto the Egyptians, and how 
1 bare you on eagles’ wings and brought yon unto 
myself.” This passage gives iis a sufficient explana­ 
tion of the general construction of .the Pentateuch. 
For analyzing the five Books of Moses, we find 
them consisting pre-eminently of historical facts, 
and the minor part treats of Uws and command­ 
ments lor the social, political and moral and 
spiritual relations of mankind. And the reason 1» 
obvious. Tlie most Important truth which tha 
Bible Imparts to os is that relating to 
OOP’s g en eral and spec ia l phovidxncr, 
and this is nowhere so clearly seen as In hlstorv. 
If yon want, said the Doctor, to prepare yonr chil­ 
dren to become good American citizens yon mu.s$ 
teach them diligently tho history ol their country. 
No theories of government and no amount of re­ 
flection on the principles of liberty wilt so deeply 
and permanently Impress tho minds of the yonng 
as the simple narrative of facts that have trans­ 
pired In this country from 1775 to 1783. And a pub­ 
lic orator has no better weapons of Inspiration to 
bis audience than roconrse to prominent hlstorl- 
cal facts connected with their nation or them­ 
selves. And religions Instruction Is imperfect 
while It confines Itself to theological theories and 
dogmatisms, and rejects or Ignores religious hi»- 
tory. In the first commandment, where the car­ 
dinal truth Is revealed. "I am the Lord thy God,” 
the Almighty does not refer the people to the fact 
that He Is Creator or deliverer, bnt refers them to 
And 
the past as sufficient proof of these facts, 
every student of Biblical and post-Blbllcal History 
will {earn to respect tbose pioneers of rellgtooa 
cnltnre whom he calls his ancestors. The Doctor 
then referred to the neglect ol parents so to teacb 
their children the history of their coantry or pcopln. 
He then showed that

Without dcgradtng their religion with the Idea of 
their being a pecallarly chosen people. 
Onr 
Heavenly A ther Is limited In lUs love and mad» 
partial bv such an Idea. The Doctor next showed 
from history how Israel had t>een a kingdom of 
priests to all nations. 
He then referred to tb» 
death ol Horace Greeley, and remarked that 
we mnst acknowledge greatness and merit where 
we find It, and Mr. Greeley has fulfilled his mlsaioB 
r a earth and bas now paased away from os. 
whole life bas been devoted to tbe proinoUoa 
ot science, the advancement of social and inlei- 
lectusl culture, the spread and pormaneneeol 
civil and religions liberty In this land and through­ 
out the world, both with hts voice and his pen. Mr. 
Greeley was one of the first to make war on that 
plague spot of nineteenth century civilization-. 
American slavery—and he ceased not in Ills hus« 
tnity until It was forever wiped ont. ills life was 
spent in doing good aud in promoting the general 
welfare of his fellow men. His sctiii-tragic end was 
Illustrated In a touching ws.v. The Doctor dwelt 
pathetically on the high expectations which a few 
weeks ago Inspired Mr. Greeley’s heart. He then 
referred to tiio death of Mrs. Greeley and tho 
political defeat of the party to which Mr. Greelo? 
had attached himself, and finally to hla sickDesa 
and death. But
